Reports. 

THE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  May  28  contained 
5  parts  of  sodium  ammonium  hydrogen  phosphate, 
(microcosmic  salt),  4  parts  of  potassium  chloride,  and  1  part 
cf  potassium  chlorate. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is —

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurity,  a  trace  of 
sulphate. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  sixty-six 
etudents,  and  forty-five  reports  were  submitted  for  examina- 
tion. 

Sodium  was  the  only  constituent  of  the  powder  which  all 
our  correspondents  succeeded  in  detecting.  The  failures  in 
the  detection  of  the  other  constituents  were — («)  metallic 
radicals:  potassium,  3;  ammonium,  1;  (ft)  acid  radicals: 
hydrochloric,  1 ;  chloric,  24  ;  phosphoric,  3.  No  fewer  than 
fourteen  students  (almost  one-third  of  those  who  sent  in 
reports)  failed  to  observe  the  water,  which  was  abundantly 
evolved  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  tube. 

Judged  from  the  standpoint  of  the  many  failures  in 
detecting  its  presence,  the  chlorate  constituted  the  only 
real  difficulty  in  the  present  mixture.  A  number  of 
students  who  noted  the  evolution  of  a  yellow  gas 
when  the  powder  was  treated  with  sulphuric  acid 
concluded  that  chlorate  was  not  present  because  crackling 
was  not  observed  when  the  mixture  was  heated.  The 
reason  why  the  chlorine  peroxide  liberated  during  this 
treatment  did  not,  in  most  cases,  afford  this  customary 
indication  of  its  presence  and  decomposition  was  that  it  was 
mixed  with  a  large  proportion  of  hydrochloric  acid  produced 
by  the  simultaneous  decomposition  of  the  chloride  present. 
The  peculiar  and  unpleasant  odour  of  chlorine  peroxide  was, 
however,  very  plainly  distinguishable  even  in  presence  of  the 
admixed  hydrochloric  acid,  and  should  have  led  to  a  more 
general  detection  of  the  chlorate. 

A  few  of  those  who  concluded  from  their  preliminary 
examination  that  they  had  to  do  either  with  chlorate  or 
with  hypochlorite  did  not  succeed  in  settling  which  of  the 
two  was  present.  There  ought  not,  however,  to  have  been 
any  difficulty  about  this,  since  hypochlorite  liberates  iodine 
from  a  mixture  of  potassium  iodide  and  dilute  acetic  acid, 
while  chlorate  does  not. 

The  numerous  failures  to  observe  the  water  which  was 
driven  out  on  heating  the  powder  seem  to  indicate  that 
sufficiently  close  attention  is  not  always  paid  to  gaining  the 
maximum  amount  of  information  obtainable  from  one  of  the 
most  important  and  valuable  of  preliminary  tests. 

Almost  all  our  correspondents  were  aware  at  an  early 
stage  in  their  systematic  analysis  that  the  powder  dissolved 
completely  in  water,  yielding  an  alkaline  solution,  and  that 
the  phosphoric  radical  was  present.  This  knowledge  might 
have  been  turned  to  account  subsequently,  since,  in  the  cir- 
cumstances, there  was  no  need  to  test  for  iron,  aluminium, 


magnesium,  or  the  metals  of  the  barium  group,  all  of  which 
form  phosphates  that  are  insoluble  in  neutral  or  alkaline 
solutions.  Very  few  students  noted  this  point,  however,  the 
majority  simply  following  the  routine  practice  laid  down  in 
"  the  chart."  On  the  other  hand,  a  few  supposed  that  their 
analyses  showed  the  presence  of  some  of  those  very  metals 
which  the  complete  solubility  of  the  powder  in  water  and 
the  presence  of  phosphate  in  this  original  solution  really 
proved  to  be  absent. 

A  small  number  of  our  correspondents  fell  into  a  some- 
what unusual  error  in  consequence  of  using  saturated  solu- 
tion of  ammonia  (instead  of  a  mixture  of  this  with  at  least 
three  times  its  volume  of  water)  along  with  ammonium 
chloride  as  group  reagent  for  iron,  chromium,  and 
aluminium.  They  obtained  a  white  precipitate,  which  some 
mistook  for  aluminium  hydroxide,  while  others  found  that 
it  had  not  the  properties  of  that  substance.  The  precipitate 
really  consisted  of  ammonium  phosphate,  (NH4)3P04,3H20, 
and  disappeared  on  the  addition  of  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
water.  When  any  ordinary  solution  of  an  alkali-metal 
phosphate  is  mixed  with  about  its  own  volume  of  saturated 
solution  of  ammonia,  this  salt  is  usually  precipitated  at  once 
or  after  standing  for  a  short  time. 

The  trace  of  sulphate  present  as  impurity  in  the  powder 
was  almost  uniformly  overlooked,  the  addition  of  barium 
chloride  to  the  .acidulated  solution  only  producing  a  pre- 
cipitate of  barium  sulphate  after  the  mixture  had  stood  for 
some  time.

To  Correspondents. 

Special  Memoranda,  suggested  by  this  month's  reports  : — 

1.  Do  not  add  magnesium  sulphate,  mercuric  chloride, 
&c,  as  supposed  special  tests  for  carbonate  (or  bicarbonate), 
without  considering  that  many  other  sets  of  salts  besides 
carbonates  give  precipitates  with  magnesium  and  mercuric 
solutions.    These  "  tests  "  usually  mislead. 
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2.  Do  not  use  liq.  amm.  fort,  in  conjunction  with 
ammonium  chloride  as  a  group  reagent  for  iron,  chromium, 
and  aluminium.  Dilute  solution  of  ammonia  shcuid  be 
employed. 

3.  Do  not  boil  a  powder  with  sodium  carbonate  to  prepare 
a  solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  radicals,  when  it  contains 
alkali  metals  only  and  is  entirely  soluble  in  water.  The 
original  aqueous  solution  should  be  used  in  such  a  case. 

4.  The  solution  of  ferric  chloride  employed  in  testing  for 
acid  radicals  should  be  almost  neutral.  The  ordinary 
(strongly  acid)  solution  may  be  mixed  with  a  solution  of 
sodium  carbonate  until  any  further  addition  would  yield  a 
permanent  precipitate. 

E.  F.  Carter. — The  aqueous  solution  gave  a  distinct  alkaline 
reaction  when  tested  with  red  litmus-paper,  although  turmeric 
paper  was  not  affected  by  it.  The  phosphate  present  was 
responsible  for  this  behaviour.  When  stating  the  reaction  of  a 
solution  to  test-papers  it  is  well  to  mention  the  kind  of  test-paper 
used — i.e.,  red  litmus,  blue  litmus,  turmeric,  Sfc, 

Flora  McDonald.— You  give  the  formula  for  perchloric  acid 
(probably  through  mere  inadvertence)  where  it  seems  certain  that 
you  mean  chloric  acid. 

Lithium. — You  do  not  report  any  test  that  proved  borate  to  be 
absent.    See  reply  to  E.  F.  Carter. 

W.  Hunt. — On  adding  silver  nitrate  to  the  aqueous  solution  of 
the  powder,  you  obtained  a  white  precipitate,  and  were  led  to  the 
detection  of  chloride.  Had  you  added  the  same  reagent  in  excess, 
the  formation  of  a  yellow  precipitate,  due  to  the  presence  of 
phosphate,  could  also  have  been  observed.  The  ferric-chloride 
solution  you  used  must  have  contained  too  much  free  acid,  other- 
wise you  should  have  obtained  a  precipitate  of  ferric  phosphate 
on  adding  it  to  the  original  aqueous  solution. 

Ulex. — From  the  systematic  examination  of  this  powder  you 
have  learned  how  important  it  is  to  use  distilled  water  in  qualita- 
tive analysis.  The  phosphate  present  was  certain  to  yield  some 
insoluble  calcium  phosphate  if  mixed  with  a  water-supply  con- 
taining calcium  salts.  The  sodium  present  was  much  more  than 
a  trace,  as  the  quantitative  composition  of  the  powder  shows. 

Ooma. — A  report  which  indicates  that  the  writer  has  observed 
closely,  and  has  deduced  accurate  conclusions  from  his  observa- 
tions, is  the  kind  which  always  obtains  the  highest  marks.  The 
mere  form  of  the  report  is  a  matter  of  somewhat  secondary 
importance,  and  the  form  you  adopt  is  quite  a  good  one.  It  is  a 
general  rule,  although  not  without  exceptions,  that  the  most 
careful  observers  and  the  most  accurate  reasoners  are  also  the 
writers  of  the  clearest  and  most  systematic  reports.  Prepare  a 
solution  of  sodium  hydrogen  tartrate  for  yourself.  Dissolve  1  oz. 
of  tartaric  acid  in  water,  and  divide  the  solution  into  two  equal 
parts.  To  one  half  add  sodium  caroonate  until  the  liquid,  after 
boiling,  is  neutral,  and  then  add  the  other  half :

Na.,C4H40,;  +  H',C,H40„  =  2NaHC1H10,;.

A.  C.  Walker. — When  alkali  metals  alone  are  present  it  is 
superfluous  to  boil  the  powder  with  sodium  carbonate  prior  to 
testing  for  acid  radicals  ;  and  it  is  plainly  superfluous  to  filter 
when,  as  in  this  case,  no  precipitate  is  produced. 

Tin. — In  the  known  presence  of  ammonium  salts  the  bitartrate 
and  the  chloroplatinate  tests  for  potassium  do  not  prove  the 
presence  of  the  latter  with  certainty.  You  should  either  have 
decomposed  the  ammonium  salts  by  ignition  before  testing  for 
potassium,  or  else  have  applied  some  test  for  potassium  to  which 
ammonium  salts  do  not  under  any  conditions  respond. 

H.  T.  H. — The  formation  of  a  yellow  precipitate  on  the 
addition  of  silver  nitrate  to  a  neutral  solution  might  indicate  the 
presence  of  phosphate  or  of  arsenite,  but  not  that  of  arsenate. 
See  reply  to  E  F.  Carter,  and  last  sentence  of  reply  to  W.  Hunt. 

Geo.  Shrbeve. — We  cannot  reconcile  your  statement,  thit  the 
original  solution  gave  no  result  on  the  addition  of  ferric  chlor.de, 
with  our  own  experience.  In  our  hands  the  result  was  the 
immediate  precipitation  of  ferric  phosphate.  If  your  ferric- 
chloride  solution  contained  eo  much  free  acid  as  to  prevent  a 
similar  precipitation,  it  was  quite  useless  as  a  test  for  acetate,  <fec. 

Irishman. — You  employed  film  tests  under  some  misappre- 
hension if;  as  you  report,  you  heated  the  substance  "on  a  thread 
of  asbestos  in  both  oxidising  and  reducing  flames."  In  these  tests 
the  substance  is  always  heated  in  the  reducing  flame,  but  the 
respective  films  are  collected  by  holding  the  porcelain  plate  just 
above  the  reducing-tip  and  a  short  distance  above  the  oxidising- 
tip  of  the  Bunsen  flame. 


B.  K.  N. — Magnesium  could  not  be  present  in  appreciable 
quantity  in  an  alkaline  solution  containing  the  phosphoric  radical. 
Read  the  general  remarks  bearing  upon  this  point. 

Phosphor. — You  report  that  you  removed  the  chloride  from 
the  aqueous  solution  of  the  powder  by  adding  excess  of  silver 
nitrate,  and  that,  after  filtering,  you  proved  chlorate  to  be  absent 
from  the  filtrate  by  finding  that  zinc  and  sulphuric  acid  gave  no 
precipitate.  Probably  you  were  mistaken  about  the  silver  nitrate 
having  been  added  in  excess,  as  the  same  test  in  our  hands  gave 
clear  indications  of  the  presence  of  chlorate. 

B.  B.  P.  Hamblen. — See  last  sentence  of  reply  to  W.  Hunt. 

N.  E.  S.  C. — You  obtained  evidence  in  the  preliminary  examina- 
tion of  the  presence  of  nitrate  or  chlorate.  You  subsequently 
proved  nitrate  to  be  absent,  but  you  do  not  appear  to  have 
followed  up  the  indication  of  chlorate  by  making  any  special  test 

Photo  and  S.  A.  Sheard. — The  precipitate  you  obtained  on 
adding  mercuric  chloride  to  the  aqueous  solution  of  the  powder 
consisted  of  mercuric  phosphate. 

J.  H.  Williams.— The  precipitate  formed  on  adding  silver 
nitrate  to  the  original  aqueous  solution  was  entirely  soluble  in 
ammonia.  We  fail  to  understand  what  it  was  that  you  observed 
which  misled  you  into  supposing  that  it  only  dissolved  partially, 
and  left  a  residue  of  phosphate. 

J.  M.  Pearson. — You  state  that  the  original  solution,  acidulated 
with  nitric  acid,  gave  a  white  precipitate  with  silver  nitrate, 
soluble  in  ammonia ;  but  you  do  not  draw  any  conclusion  from 
this,  and  you  do  not  give  any  summary  of  results.  Defects  of 
this  kind  in  your  report  are  likely  to  do  considerable  injustice  to 
your  work. 

Renzo. — The  precipitates  you  obtained  on  adding  ferric  chloride 
and  magnesium  sulphate  to  portions  of  the  original  solution  con- 
sisted of  ferric  phosphate  and  ammonium  magnesium  phosphate 
respectively. 

E.  G.  Watts.— Red  litmus-paper,  as  well  as  blue,  should  have 
been  used  in  examining  the  reaction  of  the  aqueous  solution.  We 
cannot  explain  why  you  failed  to  obtain  a  white  precipitate  of 
calcium  phosphate  on  adding  calcium  chloride  to  the  original 
aqueous  solution.    See  also  reply  to  Geo.  Shreeve. 

Manna  Flake.— See  reply  to  "B.  K.  N." 

Primus. — See  replies  to  "  Photo  "  and  to  "  Renzo." 

K.  II. — We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  sulphuric  acid 
and  alcohol  reaction  for  borate  which  you  describe. 

Sulorac. — From  the  first  part  of  the  reply  to  "  Ooma  "  you  will 
perceive  that  we  attach  more  importance  to  the  substance  than 
to  the  form  of  students'  reports.  The  form  you  adopt  is  as  good 
as  any  other.  But  you  must  try  to  observe  closely  and  to  reason 
from  your  observations.  More  complete  examination  of  the 
flame  eolouration,  and  closer  attention  to  the  action  of  sulphuric 
acid  upon  the  powder,  should  have  led  you  to  find  potassium  and 
to  suspect  the  presence  of  chlorate.  On  the  other  hand,  the  fact 
that  alkali  metals  were  alone  found  to  be  present  should  have 
indicated  that  a  sodium-acetate  and  ferric-chloride  separation  of 
the  phosphoric  radical,  and  also  that  the  operations  of  boiling  the 
powJer  with  sodium  carbonate  and  of  filtering  the  solution 
obtained  (although  no  precipitate  was  formed),  were  all  alike 
unnecessary.

At  Thames  Police  Cmrb  on  June  19,  a  man  named  Lock 
was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  breaking  and  enter- 
ing the  ,  Eagle  Chemical-works,  Barchester  Street,  Bromley, 
and  stealing  various  articles.

The  Belper  Board  of  Guardians  has  accepted  the  tender 
of  Mr.  C.  W.  Southern,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Belper,  for 
the  supply  of  chemists'  goods  to  the  workhouse. 

In  consequence  of  increasing  business  Mr.  T  E.  Rossiter, 
chemist  and  druggist,  has  been  making  extensive  alterations 
and  refitting  his  dispensing  estab  ishment  in  Bampton  Street, 
TivertoD. 

Taylor's  Drug-stores  (Limited),  of  Leeds  and  Bradford, 
in  order  to  boom  their  "  G.P.  Government "  tea,  offered  to 
the  fir.- 1.  fifty  purchasers  of  tea  on  June  25  a  coloured  portrait 
of  the  KiDg  and  Queen. 

Mr.  J.  Kear  Colwell,  F.I  C,  public  analyst  of  Finsbury,  in 
his  quarterly  report,  says  that  two  of  the  samples  of 
camphorated  oil  submitted  to  him  were  deficient  in  camphor 
to  the  extent  of  55  5  and  58  2  per  cent. 

After  a  long  discussion  at  a  meeting  of  the  Stroud  Board 
of  Guardians  on  June  20  with  regard  to  the  supply  of  drugs 
to  the  workhouse,  it  was  decided  to  allow  Dr.  Cooke,  the 
medical  officer,  40/.  extra  on  his  salary — 20Z.  for  dispensing 
and  2,01.  for  drugs. 

The  action  of  the  Badiscbe  Anilin-  und  Soda-Fabrik 
against  W.  G.  Thompson  &  Co ,  and  Basle  Chemical  Com- 
pany again  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Buckley  on  June  20  in 
respect  to  a  motion  which  was  ordered  to  stand  over  until 
the  trial  of  the  action. 

The  Cheltenham  Guardians  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Mr.  W.  H.  Hill,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  High  Street, 
Cheltenham,  for  the  supply  of  sanitas  (crude)  at  4s.  3d.  per 
^al. ;  Savory  &  Moore's  food  at  8s  6d.  per  dozen  tins,  Is.  size  ; 
and  waterproof  sheeting  at  3s.  6d.  per  yard. 

At  Bedford  on  June  19,  three  youths  named  Barley, 
George,  and  Lee,  were  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
breaking  into  the  premi-es  of  Mr.  Joseph  S.  Norman,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  at  70  Tavistock  Street  and  24  St. 
Augustine's  Road,  Bedford,  and  stealing  Is.  worth  of  menthol 
and  eucalyptus  lczenges  and  2s.  in  money. 

Poison  Regulations  as  to  Disinfectants. 

The  Privy  Council  has  agreed  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  to  the  effect  that 
liquid  disinfectants  containing  scheduled  poisons  must  be 
sent  out  in  bottles  distinguishable  by  touch.  The  resolution 
was  in  the  following  terms : — 

That  Clause  3  of  the  present  regulations  for  the  keeping, 
dispensing,  and  selling  of  poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  of  1868,  made  in  accordance  with  Section  1  of  the 
Act,  be  rescinded,  and  that  the  following  be  substituted  therefor : 

That  in  the  dispensing  and  selling  of  poisons  all  liniments, 
embrocations,  lotions,  and  liquid  disinfectants  containing  poison 
be  sent  out  in  bottles  rendered  distinguishable  by  touch  from 
ordinary  medicine-bottles,  and  that  there  also  be  affixed  to  such 
bottles  in  addition  to  the  name  of  the  article  and  to  any  par- 
ticular instructions  for  its  use)  a  label  giving  notice  that  the 
contents  of  the  bottle  are  not  to  be  taken  internally. 

This  is  binding  upon  all  chemists  and  druggists,  and  our 
subscribers  should  make  special  note  of  it. 

Arsenic  Commission. 

The  sittings  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  arsenical-poison- 
ing were  resumed  on  June  20.  Mr.  Arthur  Ling,  Secretary 
of  the  London  Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry, 
detailed  some  experiments  be  bad  made  with  fuels  used  for 
malting.  He  had  never  found  a  sample  of  malting-fuel  free 
from  ari-enic.  To  determine  arsenic  in  fuel,  he  took  advan- 
tage of  the  discovery  of  Mr.  B.  E.  R.  Newlands  that,  when 
fuel  is  mixed  with  a  base,  such  as  lime  or  soda,  and  burnt, 
any  arsenic  it  contains  is  retained  with  the  ash.  The 
method  consists  in  burning  two  portions  of  the  fuel,  one 
portion  alone,  and  another  mixed  with  an  excess  of  lime  or 
any  other  convenient  base,  and  determining  the  arsenic  in  a 
solution  in  hydrochloric  acid  of  each  of  the  residues  thus 
obtained  by  the  Marsh-Berzelius  method.  The  amount  of 
arsenic  found  in  the  residue  from  the  plain  fuel  represents 


the  fixed  arsenic,  whilst  that  found  in  the  residue  of  the  fuel 
and  base  is  the  total  arsenic.  The  difference  between  the 
two  gives  the  volatile  arseric.  The  chief  source  of  arsenic 
in  all  ccal  is  the  pyrites  or  coal  brasses. 

Mr.  E.  S.  Beaven,  of  Warminster,  who  stated  he  had  been 
engaged  in  the  malting-industry  for  twenty-five  years,  bad 
only  found  negligible  traces  of  arsenic  in  samples  of  malt. 
He  laid  stress  on  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  the 
samples  of  malt  examined  were  absolutely  free,  or  contained 
only  the  merest  traces  of  arsenic.  The  method  of  drjirg 
malt  by  allowing  the  products  of  combustion  to  come  in 
contact  with  the  malt  impaits  a  special  flavour  to  the  malt. 

Merry  Speetaclemakers. 

A  conversazione  of  the  freemen  holding  the  diploma  of  the- 
Speetaclemakers'  Company  was  held  at  the  Carpenters'  Hall 
on  June  19.  The  guests  were  received  at  the  top  of  the 
grand  staircase  by  Sir  Wm.  Hart-Djke,  M.P.,  Sir  Marcus 
Samuel,  Mr.  W.  E.  H.  Thomthwaite,  and  Coknel  T.  Davies 
Sewell.  Two  bands — Pritchard's  and  the  Ladies'  Bolero 
Band — performed  during  the  evening,  and  the  Clifford  Essex 
Pierrots  filled  up  the  intervals  with  songs  and  piano  and 
banjo  solos.  Miss  Florence  Kemp  also  sang  "Oh,  dry  those 
tears  "  in  an  exquisite  manner.  In  the  large  ball  there  was 
an  exhibit  of  optical  instruments,  to  which  such  v> ell-known 
firms  as  Messrs.  Botwright  &  Grey,  Ross  &  Co.,  S.  Maw, 
Son  &  Sons,  Raphael,  Wheway  &  Refern  (Limited), 
J.J  Hicks,  and  Culver  (Limited)  contributed.  Refreshments 
were  served  in  the  court-rocm  during  the  evening. 

British  Medical  Association. 

The  seventieth  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  is  to  be 
held  in  Owens  College,  Manchester,  on  July  29,  30,  31,  and 
August  1,  the  President  being  Dr.  G.  B.  Ferguson,  of 
Cheltenham.  An  address  in  medicine  will  be  delivered  by 
Sir  Thomas  Barlow,  Physician  to  the  King's  Household,  and 
in  obstetrics  by  Dr.  W.  J.  Sinclair,  Owens  College, 
Manchester.  The  annual  exhibition  in  connection  with  the 
meeting  will  take  place  in  the  Drill  Hall,  Burlington  Street; 
Dr.  A.  B.  Ritchie,  117  Boston  Street,  Hulme,  being  the  Hon. 
Secretary  entrusted  with  the  arrangements. 

Royal  Society. 

Among  the  papers  read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Royal 
Society  on  June  19  were  the  following:  "Note  on  the 
Effect  of  Mercury-vapour  on  the  Spectrum  of  Helium,"  by 
Professor  J.  Norman  Collie,  F.R.S.  "The  Seed-fungus  of 
Lolium  temulentum,  L.,  the  Darnel  or  Poisonous  Rye-grass," 
by  E.  M.  freeman.  "  On  Methods  for  the  Limitation  and 
Regulation  of  Chloroform  when  Administered  as  an 
Anaesthetic,"  by  A.  Vernon  Harcourt,  F  R.S.  "  On  the 
Measurement  of  Temperature" — Part  I.,  "On  the  Pressure 
Coefficients  of  Hydrogen  and  Helium  at  Constant  Volume, 
and  at  Different  Initial  Pressures";  Part  II.,  "On  the 
Vapour-pressures  of  Liquid  Oxygen  at  Temperatures  below 
its  Boiling-point,  on  the  Constant-volume  Hydrogen  and 
Helium  Scales";  Part  III.,  "On  the  Vapour-pressures  of 
Liquid  Hydrogen  at  Temperatures  below  its  Boiling-point, 
on  the  Constant-volume  Hydrogen  and  Helium  Scales,"  by 
Dr.  M.  W.  Travers  and  others. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

The  statement  made  by  Dr.  Hill  in  his  report  as  M.O  H. 
and  city  analyst  concerning  seidlitz-powders  shows  that  be 
has  not  so  wide  an  acquaintance  in  the  wrapping  of  seidlitz- 
powders  as  he  has  of  the  amount  of  total  solids  present  in 
100  c.c.  of  tr  benzoini  composita,  for,  in  conversation  with 
a  well-known  pharmacist,  it  was  asserted  that  he  has  never 
packed  f eidlitz-powders  in  any  other  way  than  white  paper 
for  alkali  and  blue  paper  for  acids.  It  should  be  stated  that 
the  experience  of  the  pharmacist  in  question  extends  over 
thirty  years,  and  he  recommended  his  unusual  method. 

The  chemistry  examination  for  the  medical  course  was 
recently  held  at  the  'Varsity,  and  of  twelve  candidates  only 
six  passed,  and  this  on  an  extremely  easy  written  paper  and 
a  "small  go  "  of  a  practical,  and  after  a  curriculum  rigidly 
adhered  to.  In  this  connection  something  has  been  stated 
about  the  stiffness  of  the  materia-medica  examination  ;  all 
this  should  be  taken  cum  grano  sodii  chloridi purissimi,  for  a 
University  must  have  students,  and  this  may  frighten  them. 
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The  present  prospects  of  much  decoration  on  Coronation 
Day  by  pharmacists  come  up  to,  and  in  some  cases  excel,  the 
f  Sorts  of  their  fellow-traders.  The  general  system  here  is 
to  club  together  and  have  streamers  and  a  uniform  display 
through  the  whole  length  of  each  thoroughfare. 

Mr.  Arthur  Chamberlain,  in  his  speech  at  Kynoch's 
(Limited)  meeting,  asserted  that  the  position  in  the  business 
world  was  not  at  all  cheering.  "  They  were  tied  round  with 
red  tape,  battened  on  by  inspectors,  and  cramped  at  every 
turn,  and  the  people  responsible  for  such  a  state  of  things 
said,  '  Why  is  it  that  English  business-men  have  no  longer 
that  initiative,  that  energy,  that  self-reliaDce  which  used  to 
distinguish  our  race  ?'  "  What  would  he  say  if  engaged  in 
Ihe  calling  of  pharmacy,  with  its  Inlard  Revenue  officers 
always  on  the  door-step,  F.  and  D.  Act  emissaries,  Somerset 
House  and  the  possessive  case  ct  similia. 

Miss  Rennie,  a  Minor  pharmacist,  has  secured  the  dis- 
pensership  of  the  Darlington  Associated  Medical  Charities 
at  the  yearly  stipend  of  104Z.  There  were  about  twenty 
applicants. 

Exeter  Pharmacy  Classes. 

The  members  of  the  Exeter  Association  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists  met  at  the  Royal  Albert  Memorial  College  on 
June  18,  at  the  invitation  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Clayden  (the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  College),  to  discuss  the  question  of  the 
advisability  or  otherwise  of  continuing  the  pharmacy  classes 
in  connection  with  the  College.  Mr.  Clayden  explained 
that  the  classes  were  originally  started,  at  the  request  of  the 
chemists  of  Exeter,  to  supply  what  he  understood  was  a 
want.  They  had  been  fairly  successful  in  so  far  that  the 
students  they  had  had  in  them  who  had  been  sent  up  to  the 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  been  suc- 
cessful ;  but  there  had  never  been  an  adequate  number  of 
students,  and  if  the  attendance  did  not  improve  there  would 
probably  be  a  motion  for  their  discontinuance.  He  asked 
for  an  explanation  of  this  lack  of  support.  Mr.  Stocker 
asked  whether  the  instruction  given  in  pharmacy  and 
materia  medica  supplemented  that  which  students  had 
learnt  in  the  shop,  or  whether  it  was  merely 
a  repetition  of  their  daily  work.  Mr.  Milton 
said  there  was  a  sort  of  impression  abroad  that 
there  was  not  much  information  to  be  obtained  beyond 
what  the  students  could  learn  in  business,  and  that  there  was 
not  adequate  provision  for  the  proper  teaching  of  the  sub- 
jects. Mr.  H.  W.  Gadd  said  he  undertook  these  classes  at 
short  notice  last  autumn,  and  had  to  evolve  a  syllabus.  His 
object  had  been  to  supply  whatever  the  student  required, 
and  to  supplement  the  knowledge  that  he  had  obtained 
elsewhere.  This  session,  since  last  October,  the  only  students 
who  had  presented  themselves  had  been  some  who  had  had 
no  opportunities  of  learning  prescription-reading,  posology 
and  dispensing,  and  therefore  he  had  to  devote  a  good  deal 
of  time  teaching  them  those  subjects  ;  but  if  more  advanced 
students  entered,  he  should  not  require  to  take  up  their  time 
by  going  over  subjects  they  should  learn  in  the  business,  but 
should  spend  the  time  in  teaching  them  theoretically  and 
practically  the  more  elaborate  processes  of  the  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  particularly  the  standardisation  of  drugs  and 
galenicals.  Mr.  Clayden  said  they  were  much  handicapped 
by  the  advanced  and  elementary  students  having  to  work  in 
the  same  laboratory,  but  the  Governors  of  the  College  bad 
now  under  their  consideration  a  scheme  for  building 
additional  laboratories.  After  further  discussion,  the  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  Stocker)  communicated  to  the  Principal  the 
resolution  passed  by  the  Association  :— 

That  it  was  advisable  that  the  classes  in  pharmacy  and  materia 
medica  be  not  discontinued,  but  that  greater  provision  should  be 
made  for  the  practical  teachirog  of  those  subjects;  that,  subject 
to  this  being  done,  the  members  would  support  these  classes,  and 
at  the  same  time  suggest  the  advisability  of  their  being  advertised 
in  the  technical  journals,  and  notices  sent  to  the  chemists  of  the 
neighbourhood. 

Mr.  Clayden  promised  to  lay  the  resolution  before  the 
Governors,  and  the  President,  Messrs.  Lake,  Lemmon,  aud 
Milton  were  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  confer  with  Mr. 
Clayden  from  time  to  time  on  the  subject  of  the  pharmacy 
courses. 

A  Chemists'  Picnic. 
On  Jane  19  about  thirty  members  of  the  North-East 
Lancashire  Chemists'  Association,  accompanied  by  their 


wives  and  friends,  had  their  annual  outing,  Higher  Hodder 
being  fixed  upon  as  the  destination.  The  party  chartered 
a  char-a-banc,  and  took  the  Wilpshire  Road  on  the  outward 
journey,  returning  through  Mellor  Brook.  Refreshments 
were  partaken  of  at  Higher  Hodder,  and  a  pleasant  time 
was  spent  in  exploring  the  neighbourhood,  several  camera 
enthusiasts  amongst  the  party  finding  themselves  well 
occupied  in  the  search  for  choice  "  bits  "  on  which  to  "  try  a 
plate."  The  arrangements  for  the  event  made  by  the 
Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  G.  B.  Pickworth)  were  of  a  complete 
character,  and  the  pleasure-seekers  returned  at  10  30  p.m., 
well  satisfied  with  the  afternoon's  experiences. 

Three  Towns'  Junior  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Weary  (President  of  the  Senior  Association) 
invited  the  Junior  members  to  join  him  in  a  visit  to  Mount 
Edgcumbe  Park  on  June  18.  The  party  were  conducted  by 
the  Earl  of  Mount  Edgcumbe's  steward  through  the  orangery, 
garden  battery,  Italian,  French,  and  tropicil  gardens.  High 
tea  was  afterwards  provided  by  Mr.  Weary,  to  whom  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  unanimously  accorded. 

Carbolic-absorption. 

On  June  20  Mr.  John  Troutbeck  held  an  inquiry  at 
Westminster  concerning  the  death  of  Thomas  David  Kerridge 
(33),  a  labourer  in  the  service  of  the  Hammersmith  Borough 
Council.  One  of  deceased's  lodgers  had  complained  of  the 
drains,  and  Kerridge  promised  to  bring  home  some  dis- 
infectant. On  June  9,  at  the  Council's  depot,  he  took  an 
old  stoppered  bottle  from  a  dustbin,  filled  it  with  carbolic 
acid,  and  put  it  into  his  trousers-pocket.  He  was  going 
home  to  dinner  when  the  bottle  burst  and  the  acid  ran  down 
his  left  leg.  He  did  not  return  to  work,  and  two  days  after, 
as  he  had  a  severe  pain  in  his  back,  he  went  to  St.  George's 
Hospital.  Mr.  Wm.  F.  H.  Coke,  house  surgeon,  said  Kerridge 
bad  a  large  superficial  burn,  extending  from  his  groin  down 
to  his  ankle,  and  a  patch  on  his  thigh.  He  went  on  well 
until  June  16,  when  he  died  quiet  unexpectedly.  A  post- 
mortem examination  showed  that  death  was  due  to  uremic 
poisoning,  the  result  of  the  acid  acting  on  his  kidneys.  Mr. 
H.  Mair,  district  surveyor  at  Hammersmith,  said  the  deceased 
must  have  got  the  acid  surreptitiously  from  the  disinfecting- 
shed. 

Poisonings. 

Since  our  last  report  and  up  to  June  24,  only  six  poison- 
ing-fatalities have  been  reported ;  three  being  due  to 
laudanum,  and  three  to  the  unscheduled  poisons  hydro- 
chloric acid,  nitric  acid,  and  butter  of  antimony.  The 
laudanum  was  taken  by  a  solicitor's  clerk  at  Bexhill  and  by 
a  Stmderland  man  named  Clipson,  who,  whilst  suffering  from 
asthma  and  bronchitis,  was  given  a  prescription  containing 
laudanum  by  a  friend.  The  doctor  said  opium-poisoning 
was  the  cause  of  death. — At  Pill,  near  Bristol,  on  June  16,  an 
inquest  was  held  on  the  body  of  a  child  four  months'  old, 
who  was  given  a  dose  of  cough-mixture  supposed  to  contain 
Friar's  balsam  but  which  contained  laudanum. — A  South- 
wark  man,  who  had  had  his  skull  fractured  by  hooligans, 
took  hydrochloric  acid  in  a  fit  of  depression  ;  and  a  Liver- 
pool labourer  drank  nitric  acid.  A  man  at  Weston-super- 
Mare  drank  a  quantity  of  butter  of  antimony,  and  then 
hanged  himself.

Recoupment  Lost. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Athy  Board  of  Guardians,  a 
letter  was  read  which  stated  that  the  Local  Government 
Board  had  no  power  to  allow  recoupment  in  respect  of  the 
cost  of  medicines  supplied  for  use  in  the  Ballylinan  district 
during  the  past  half-year.  The  medical  officer  admits  that 
he  disregarded  the  regulations  respecting  the  analysis  of 
drugs.  The  L.G.B.  consider  that  in  the  interest  of  the 
ratepayers  the  Guardians  should  call  upon  him  to  make  good 
the  loss  to  the  Union  through  his  neglect,  and  they  request 
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hat  Dr.  McKenna  may  be  informed  that  any  similar  neglect  I 
duty  will  lead  to  serious  notice  being  taken  of  his  conduct. 

The  Discount  Question. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Oootehili  (co.  Cavan)  Board  of 
Guardians  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  to  the  effect  that  they  had  had  again  before  them  the 
minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  on 
March  21,  when  the  tender  of  Mr.  Robert  Armstrong,  Ooote- 
hili, was  accepted  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the  Union 
at  an  abatement  of  3  per  cent,  on  the  Board's  prescribed 
list ;  and  with  reference  thereto  the  Local  Government  Board 
had  to  state  that  the  following  rates  of  abatement  had  been 
secured  in  other  unions :  Carrickmacross,  12g  per  cent. ; 
Castleblayney,  12i  ;  Clones,  20 ;  Monaghan,  15.  The  Local 
Government  Board  considered  that  the  Guardians  would  do 
well  to  ascertain  why  such  unfavourable  terms  were  granted 
in  Cootehill  Union.  The  Guardians  referred  the  letter  to  the 
contractor  for  an  explanation. 

Irish  Soap. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Olonmel  (co.  Tipperary)  Board 
of  Guardians,  Alderman  Pope  referred  to  the  soap-contract, 
and  said  the  price  was  13s.  3^.  per  cwt. ;  but,  as  he  pointed 
out  at  a  previous  meeting,  the  best  soap  would  cost  about 
20s.  per  cwt.  He  produced  a  bar  of  the  soap  supplied,  and 
said  it  was  very  inferior  to  that  contracted  for.  Alderman 
Pope  said  the  wholesale  price  for  best  tallow  brown  soap  was 
11.  Us.  per  cwt.,  while  the  Guardians  paid  only  11.  0s.  Qd.  per 
cwt.  The  Chairman  and  several  members  said  it  would  be 
dangerous  to  reject  the  article,  and  no  order  was  made. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Oahill,  Dublin,  writes  to  the  Irish  Times  that  he 
has  pushed  the  sale  of  Irish  toilet-soap  for  the  past  two 
years,  with  the  result  that  his  trade  in  toilet-soap  has 
largely  increased.  Mr.  Cahill  thinks  that  the  Irish  soap- 
makers  should  be  a  little  more  pushing,  and  spend  more 
money  in  advertising  their  products.- — -Messrs.  J.  Leonard  & 
Co.  also  point  oat  that  the  only  arsenical  soap  they  sell  is 
made  in  Dublin  "by  a  special  process,  which  renders  it  not 
only  harmless  but  beneficial."  This  is  in  reply  to  a  state- 
ment in  the  Irish  Times  that  "chemists'  windows  are  filled 
with  injurious,  not  to  say  dangerous,  arsenical  soaps  made  in 
England  and  America." 

Calcium  Carbide. 

The  Belfast  Harbour  Commissioners  have  issued  new  draft 
regulations  respecting  the  storage  of  carbide  of  calcium. 
Stringent  rules  are  laid  down  regarding  the  shipping  and 
carriage  of  the  article,  amongst  which  are  the  giving  of  due 
notice  to  the  harbour-master  of  the  arrival  of  carbide  of 
calcium,  removal  into  the  harbour  in  hermetically  closed 
metal  vessels,  each  to  contain  not  more  than  140  lbs.,  and  to 
be  labelled  "  Carbide  of  calcium ;  dangerous  if  not  kept 
dry." 

Business  Change. 

Mr.  James  Hodge,  late  manager  to  Messrs.  T.  Reid  &  Co., 
surgical-instrument  makers,  Parliament  Street,  Dublin,  has 
started  on  his  own  account  in  the  same  line  at  41  Wicklow 
Street.

druggist.  He  adds  that  nine  of  the  doctors  have  openes 
within  the  past  ten  years.  This  may  be,  but  our  inquiried 
of  those  who  have  thirty  to  forty  years'  experience  in  Aber- 
deen brought  the  reply  that  doctors'  shops  were  as  numerous 
forty  years  ago  as  they  are  now.  There  are  forty-six 
chemists'  shops  in  the  city. 

Glasgow  Notes. 

Boots  (Limited)  open  their  Sauchiehall  Street  premises 
early  in  July. 

There  are  stirrings  of  a  feeble,  half-hearted  weekly  summer 
half-holiday  movement.  As  this  was  a  failure  even  in 
Exhibition  year,  it  is  not  likely  to  succeed  now.  In  some 
of  the  suburbs  the  privilege  is  secured  by  amicable  co- 
operation. 

On  the  new  Executive  of  the  N.B.  Branch  Glasgow  has 
only  three-fifths  of  the  representation  which  it  enjoyed  on 
the  old.  This  will  please  the  critics,  who  maintained  that  the 
"  Sea-born  city "  has  always  been  over-represented.  That 
averment  belongs  to  Dundee  now. 

Owing  to  the  extension  of  the  electric-car  lines,  local 
railways,  &c,  the  suburbs  of  Glasgow  are  undergoing  sudden 
and  systematic  expansion.  Hence  all  the  new  starts  in  the 
drug- line  are  in  the  suburbs  or  environs  of  the  city.  The 
ground  is  occupied  almost  as  soon  as  opened. 

An  advertiser  offers  25.?.  a  week  (outdoor)  for  an  experienced 
senior  assistant,  who  must  be  a  skilful  dispenser,  good  all- 
round  counterman,  have  a  knowledge  of  bookkeeping  by 
double-entry,  understand  photography  and  the  sale  of  photo- 
graphic material,  and  present  unexceptionable  references  as 
to  his  possession  of  the  foregoing  qualifications,  and  to 
certify  that  he  is  an  abstainer  and  non-smoker. 

A  Sunday  customer  for  S.V.M.,  who  found  the  chemist 
deaf  to  every  entreaty,  at  last  pulled  out  the  tremolo  stop, 
and  said,  with  quivering  accents,  "  Oh,  man,  dinna  be  sae

A  propos  of  the  inquiry  in  last  week's  C.  $  D.  as  to  the 
dispensing  a  prescription  containing  cocain.  hydrochlor.  and 
sodii  bicarb.,  a  West-end  oculist  here  goes  a  little  further. 
His  directions  are  to  filter  out  the  precipitate  and  send  out 
the  filtrate.  One  dispenser  who  ventured  to  point  out  to  the 
prescriber  that  the  filtrate  contained  nothing  but  sodium 
chloride  got  snubbed  for  his  pains,  and  propounds  the  query, 
"  Is  it  allowable  in  the  circumstances  to  save  your  cocaine 
hydrochloride  and  supply  a  solution  of  sodium  chloride  of 
the  proper  strength  ?  " 

Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

A  summer  meeting  and  botanical  demonstration  in  con- 
nection with  this  Association  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  June  18,  Mr.  J.  W.  Plenderleith  (President) 
in  the  chair.  The  meeting  was  devoted  to  the  examination 
of  plants  collected  by  members  of  the  Association  of  which 
there  were  a  large  number  chiefly  from  the  Colinton  and 
Inveresk  districts.  From  the  railway  bank  at  the  latter 
place  were  the  unusual  plants  Anthemis  arvensis  var.  anglica, 
Poterium  sanguisorba,  Ucemeria  hybrida  (a  violet-coloured 
horned  poppy),  Valerianella  Olitoria,  Pulmonaria  officinalis 
(the  leaves  not  spotted)  ;  a  Vicia  like  Vicia  sativa,  but  with 
smaller  leaves  and  a  very  dark  purple  flower  ;  a  composite 
like  Matricaria  inodora,  but  with  smaller  capitnla  destitute 
of  any  ray-florets ;  and  some  others.  The  plants  were 
arranged  systematically  on  the  tables  in  accordance  with 
Bentham's  "  Flora "  by  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  who  gave  a 
demonstration  at  9.15  p.m.  Special  attention  was  directed 
to  the  reasons  for  the  arrangement  of  the  different  plants, 
each  genus  and  species  was  named  and  described,  and  atten- 
tion called  to  such  points  as  the  irritable  stamens  in 
Bcrberis  vulgaris,  the  mixed  inflorescences  in  Composites 
and  Umbellifcrw,  the  difference  between  the  Serophulariacetz 
and  the  Labiatcc,  the  significance  of  plant-names,  and  the 
doctrine  of  signatures.  On  the  motion  of  the  Chairman 
thanks  were  given  to  Mr.  Hill. 
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Shot  Dead. 

Professor  Ivison  Macadam  was  shot  dead  on  June  24  by 
a  lunatic  in  the  Surgeons'  Hall,  Edinburgh.  Professor 
Macadam  was  a  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Stevenson  Macadam,  and 
occupied  the  Chair  of  Chemistry  at  the  New  Veterinary 
College,  Edinburgh,  also  teaching  the  subject  at  his  late 
father's  laboratories  in  Surgeons'  Hall.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Wastepaper  for  Wrapping. — M.  Alapetite,  Prefect  of 
the  Rhine  Department,  has  decreed  that  meat,  pastry,  butter 
and  cheese,  fruits,  and  fish  shall  henceforth  be  wrapped 
by  retailers  in  clean,  unprinted,  and  unsoiled  paper. 

Bovine  Tuberculosis. — Parisian  papers  give  many  details 
regarding  Dr.  Garnault,  who  is  inoculating  himself  with 
tuberculous  matter  from  cows  in  order  to  prove  that  Dr. 
Koch  is  wrong  in  saying  that  bovine  tuberculosis  is  not 
communicable  to  men.  He  injected  the  stuff  into  his  forearm 
in  the  presence  of  medical  witnesses.  He  anticipates  no 
results  for  from  two  to  three  weeks.  The  disease  may  then 
manifest  itself  in  the  form  of  a  local  affection,  and  eventu- 
ally spread  to  the  lungs,  or  the  chest  may  be  immediately 
and  directly  attacked. 

The  Telephone  is  gradually  coming  into  more  extended 
use  in  Paris,  and  the  physicians  are  endeavouring  to  obtain 
a  reduced  tariff  for  its  use.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Syndicate  of  Paris  Doctors  it  was  decided  to  approach  the 
Postmaster-General  on  the  subject.  It  appears  that  the  Pro- 
fessors at  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  here  enjoy  a  rebate  of 
50  per  cent,  on  the  annual  subscription  for  their  telephones. 
The  Syndicate  points  out  that  the  principal  result  of  this 
reduction  is  to  allow  these  eminent  practitioners  to  be  sum- 
moned by  their  wealthy  clients  with  greater  celerity  than 
those  less  favoured,  for  comparatively  few  Paris  doctors  seem 
able  to  afford  the  400f.  (161.)  per  annum  that  the  telephone 
costs  The  Syndicate  has  voted  a  resolution  in  the  following 
terms :— "  Considering  that  in  this  Republic  of  France 
equality  exists  for  everyone,  and  consequently  all  have 
the  right— especially  the  poor — to  expect  speedy  assist- 
ance in  case  of  illness,  the  Syndicate  consequently 
petitions  the  Postmaster- General  to  extend  the  favour  of  a 
reduced  telephone-tariff  to  all  medical  practitioners."  I 
refer  to  this  question,  as  the  Paris  pharmacists  will,  of 
course,  wait  for  the  result  of  this  petition  with  some 
interest.  All  the  leading  pharmacies  subscribe  to  the  tele- 
phone, acd  a  somewhat  general  opinion  prevails  that  if 
physicians  obtain  a  reduction  of  50  per  cent,  on  the  tariff 
the  same  must  be  accorded  to  pharmacists,  who  are  equally 
concerned  in  the  art  of  healing.

Business  Change. — The  English  Drug  Company  has,  in 
consequence  of  increasing  business,  removed  from  394 
Mint  Street  to  more  commodious  premises  at  32  Stringer's 
Street,  Esplanade,  Madras. 

Proposed  Combination  of  Aerated-water  Makers  —A 
movement  to  establish  a  combination  of  the  larger  manu- 
facturers of  ice  and  aerated-waters  is  contemplated  in 
Colombo.  Owing  to  competition,  prices  have  been  cut  very 
low,  and  it  is  thought  combination  will  put  an  end  to  this 
cutting. 

Circumstantial  Evidence.— According  to  the  British 
Medical  Journal,  a  case  of  considerable  interest  from  a 
medico-legal  point  of  view  has  been  reported  by  the  chemical 
examiner  to  the  Bengal  Government.  A  murder  was  com- 
mitted at  the  Bengal  Club  in  Calcutta,  and  examination  of 
the  blood- stains  on  the  garments  of  the  murderer  showed 


that  the  blood  contained  filarife.  This  established  a 
connection  between  the  murderer  and  his  victim,  and  it 
indicated,  moreover,  that  the  murder  had  been  committed 
at  night,

Storage  of  Combustibles  in  New  York  City. — The 
New  York  Bureau  of  Combustibles  have  recently  issued  new 
regulations  regarding  the  storing  of  combustible  substances, 
which  is  causing  some  heartburning  amongst  pharmacists. 
A  representative  of  the  American  Druggist  who  interviewed 
the  Inspector  of  Combustibles  on  the  subject  was  supplied 
with  a  list  of  regulations  affecting  drug-stores,  which  states 
that  permits  for  the  keeping  of  explosive  compounds  will  be 
issued  to  retail  drug- stores  that  are  located  in  the  same 
building  as  a  hotel,  dwelling,  lodgiog,  boarding,  or  tenement 
house  for  the  following  limited  quantities  only  : — 

4  doz.  nitrite  of-amyl  perles. 
4  oz.  picric  acid  in  glass-stoppered  bottles. 
16  oz.  collodion,  with  not  more  than  8  oz.  in  a  container. 
16  oz.  cantharidal  collodion,  not  more  than  8  oz.  in  a  container. 
16  oz.  flexible  collodion,  not  more  than  8  oz.  in  a  container. 
2  cz.  spirit  of  glonoin  (1-per-cent.  solution),  not  more  than  1  oz. 
to  be  in  a  container. 

Should  the  store  be  self-contained,  the  permit  may  allow 
increased  quantities.  A  licence  must  be  obtained  for, 
amongst  other  things,  the  manufacture,  sale,  or  use  of  any 
inflammable  gas,  crude  petroleum,  gasoline,  benzene, 
pinoline,  camphene,  burning  fluid,  acetic  ether,  ether,  or 
nitrous  ether.  In  retail  drug-stores  situated  in  other 
buildings,  as  specified,  permits  will  be  limited  to — 

15  gals,  alcohol, 

15  gals,  wood  alcohol, 

10  lbs.  spirit  of  nitrous  ether, 

1  lb.  acetone, 

1  lb.  aldehyde, 

all  to  be  stored  in  glass  or  metal  containers.  Thirty 
pounds  of  sulphur  will  be  allowed,  and  1  oz.  of  phosphorus 
under  the  same  conditions ;  while  for  storage  in  self-con- 
tained buildings  11  lbs.  of  phosphorus  and  110  lbs.  of  red 
phosphorus  may  be  kept  in  a  vault  or  fireproof  closet ;  and 
50  lbs.  of  metallic  magnesium  and  16  barrels  of  sulphur 
(5  roll,  5  sublimed,  3  washed,  and  3  precipitated)  will  be 
permitted  if  the  store  is  detached.

Fire-prevention. — The  British  Fire  Prevention  Com- 
mittee, 1  Waterloo  Place,  Pall  Mall,  S.W.,  informs  us  that 
owing  to  the  recent  fatal  fires  in  the  metropolis  a  special 
industrial  section  has  been  started  in  connection  with  the 
main  committee.  The  new  section  is  designed  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  business- men  who  desire  advice  as  to  the 
best  way  of  protecting  their  offices,  works,  or  factories  from 
fire.  The  subscription  from  each  firm  is  one  or  two 
guineas. 

An  Aperient  Water. — Among  the  multitude  of  aperient 
waters  that  are  now  extant,  Friedrichshall  still  holds  its 
own.  It  is  of  stable  composition,  and  the  high  percentage 
of  magnesium  and  sodium  sulphates  revealed  by  an  analysis 
of  the  water  ensures  its  efficacy  as  an  aperient.  It  is  not  so 
nauseous  as  some  waters  that  claim  the  same  medicinal 
properties,  and  one  thing  emphasised  in  connection  with  its 
use  is  that  "the  longer  Friedrichshall  is  taken  the  smaller  is 
the  quantity  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose."  The  London 
manager  is  Mr.  G  Greiner,  10  and  12  Milton  Street,  E.G. 


M.  L.  Baudin  finds  that  by  the  use  of  a  light  petroleum 
ether,  possessing  a  density  of  0  647  at  15°  C,  a  thermometer 
can  be  constructed  which  does  not  solidify  at  the  tempera- 
ture of  liquid  air,  and  which  can  be  used  to  measure 
temperatures  down  to  that  point.  The  instrument  shown 
before  the  Academy  of  Sciences  was  graduated  at  four  fixed 
points— the  boiling  points  of  oxygen,  nitrous  oxide,  methyl 
chloride,  and  the  melting-point  of  ice.

When  our  Pharmaceutical  Camerist  first  thought  of  the 
material  which  this  great  event  would  afford  him  he  dreamt 
of  pharmacies  by  the  hundred,  but  a  little  thought  and  the 
London  Directory  reduced  the  number  to  those  that  are  I  proprietaries,  for  which  they  have  several  good  agencies. 


Perkins  &  Co.,  99  Piccadilly,  begin  the  number  handsomely 
in  the  Badminton  Chambers  building,  right  in  the  heart  of 
the  Piccadilly  Clubs.  Near  neighbours  are  the  Hurst  Park 
Club,  the  Imperial  Service  Club,  Naval  and  Military  Club 
and  the  Junior  ditto,  the  Badminton,  the  Junior  Constitu- 
tional, the  Isthmian,  and  the  St.  James's  Clubs.  Aristocrats 
abound  in  the  district,  and  the  Perkins  pharmacy  reflects 
the  tone  of  the  neighbourhood.  It  is  a  handsome  shop,  with 
a  fine  broad  window  (broader  than  it  is  high),  and  there  is 
generally  an  attractive  but  elegant  show  in  it.  Mr.  Thomas 
Frampton  Perkins,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  established  the 
business  twelve  years  ago.  It  is  in  high- class  and  modern 
West- end  style.    The  firm  make  a  speciality  of  American 


depicted  on  pages  985  and  987.  Not  jmany,  but  a  good 
representation  of  London  pharmacy.  Of  the  twenty 
pharmaceutical  places  on  the  route,  thirteen  represent 
the  older  r&gime — the  pharmacy  of  a  couple  of  centuries 
ago,  more  or  less.  There  are  also  a  few  modern  phar- 
macies, and  one  or  two  drug-stores,  so  it  may  be  said 
that  the  pharmacies  passed  by  the  procession  give  a 
living  illustration  of  the  evolution  of  the  trade  since 
1700.  From  antique  pharmacies  in  antique  garb  to 
ancient  pharmacies  in  modern  dress,  and  from  these 
to  modern-fashioned  drug-stores  and  high-class  retail 
chemists',  we  have  at  a  glance  the  pharmaceutical  history 
of  the  eighteenth,  nineteenth,  and  twentieth  centuries. 
The  most  ancient  establish- 
ments on  the  route  are  natur- 
ally those  in  the  City  and 
Borough  High  Street,  the  more 
modern  being  in  Westminster 
and  Piccadilly.  Most,  though 
by  no  means  all,  of  these 
chemists  have  made  arrange- 
ments to  let  seats  in  their 
windows  to  view  the  proces- 
sion and  thus  compensate 
themselves  for  disorganisation 
of  business. 

In  describing  the  pharmacies 
one  naturally  takes  the  order 
in  which  they  are  on  the  route, 
commencing  at  Piccadilly,  and 
in  this  order  they  are  re 
f erred  to  as  near  as  possible.

Their  chief  speciality  is  "  peptopain  " — a  combination  of 
pepsin  and  papain,  which  was  prescribed  by  the  late  Sir 
Andrew  Clark. 

Mr.  John  Warner,  one  of  the  first  to  pass  the  Minor 
examination,  has  a  beautifal  pharmacy  further  east,  at 
114  Piccadilly,  and  two  doors  west  from  the  Junior 
Athenseum  Club.  The  exterior,  as  well  as  the  interior,  is  in 
keeping  with  the  dignity  of  the  district. 

Until  we  come  to  St.  James's  Street  there  are  no  more 
pharmacies,  although  in  Bond  Street  are  Messrs.  Dinneford 
&  Co.'s,  Savory  &  Moore's,  and  others ;  in  fact,  West-end 
pharmacy  is  largely  carried  on  in  what  are,  to  the  procession, 
side  streets.    In  the  section  of  Piccadilly  east  of  St.  James's 

Street  are  several  pharmacies, 
as  well  as  Burlington  House, 
which  gives  shelter  to  the 
leading  learned  societies  of 
London. 

St.  James's  Street  has  but 
one  pharmacy,  No.  8,  that  of 
Pope  Eoach  &  Son,  now  carried 
on  by  Mr.  Herbert  William 
Roach,  pharmaceutical  che- 
mist. It  has  a  quaint  frontage, 
with  six  panes  of  glass  in  the 
bay  window,  but  eighteen 
months  ago  it  had  several 
multiples  of  that  number, 
which  with  the  framework 
were  broken  by  a  disorderly 
cab-horse.  Then  the  oppor- 
tunity was  taken  to  somewhat 
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modernise  the  window,  which  still,  however,  has  in  front  of  '<  quietly  but  effectively  dressed,  and  the  interior  is  substan- 
it  the  cellar-grating  and  railing  that  give  some  West-end  tially  fitted  for  the  first-class  retail  and  dispensing  business 
shops  an  old-world  appearance.

Almost  in  front  of  this  the  City  authorities  were  to 
join  the  procession. 


the  Strand,  he  has  lived  there  all 
his  life,  being  the  third  succes- 
sive owner  of  a  business  estab- 
lished in  1788.  It  originally 
belongel  to  Mr.  Stringer,  who 
had  a  shop  close  to  Charing 
Cross,  at  the  corner  of  Northum- 
berland Street.  This  shop  is 
now  the  Grand  Hotel  buffet. 
Mr.  Starkie's  father  was  assistant 
to  Mr.  Stringer,  and  afterwards 
managed  the  business,  which 
became  his  own  early  in  the 
nineteenth  century,  some  years 
before  the  present  Mr.  Starkie 
was  born.  It  was  then  known  as 
"  Starkie,  late  Stringer."  The 
business  was  of  the  old-fashioned 
type — all  galenicals,  of  whatever 
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nature,  being  made  on  the  premises.  Perfumery  and  soaps 
were  also  stocked,  and  Mr.  Starkie's  father  was  the  first  chemist 
in  London  to  exhibit  Pears'  soap  in  his  window— transparent 
soap  being  a  novelty  in  those  days.  Mr.  Starkie  tells  with 
some  amusement  how  his  father  obtained,  after  considerable 
trouble  and  at  some  expense,  Royal  warrants  to  trade  as 
chemist  to  George  III.,  George  IV.,  and  William  IV.,  and, 
finding  that,  owing  to  the  death  of  the  monarchs,  such 
warrants  did  not  last  long,  he  did  not  trouble  to  obtain  one 
from  Queen  Victoria,  considering  his  three  former  titles 
sufficient  to  trade  on.  He  little  dreamed  that  Queen 
Victoria's  reign  was  destined  to  be  the  longest  in  history. 
Owing  to  street  alterations  Mr.  Starkie  removed  temporarily 
to  premises  close  at  hand,  and  afterwards  returned  to  the 
more  modern  premises  at  No.  7  Strand,  under  the  Grand 
Hotel,  which  is  not  far  from  his  original  premises.  The 
shop  at  126  Strand  has  been  in  existence  for  twenty-one 
years.  Mr.  Starkie  is  ably  supported  by  his  two  managers, 
Mr.  Russell  at  No.  7  and  Mr.  Talbot  at  No.  126,  and  he  makes 
it  a  rule  to  keep  his  business  well  up  to  date,  and  never  to 

mploy  any  but  qualified  assistants  in  any  capacity  what- 

ver. 

At  166  Stran3,  close  to  Somerset  House,  is  one  of  the 
pharmacies  of  Henry  Lamplough  (Limited),  which  is  referred

to  later.  Io  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  business-places  cn 
the  route,  the  window-displays  being  especially  fine,  thanks 
to  the  modern  frontage. 

The  pharmacy  of  Mr.  John  E.  Greaves,  chemist  and  drug, 
gist,  199  Strand,  although  a  modern  one,  represents  a 
business  over  100  years  old.  Originally,  under  the  name  of 
Dicker,  it  occupied  a  position  adjoining  Temple  Bar,  while 
later  it  came  into  the  possession  of  Messrs.  Huggins  &  Co. 
At  the  time  of  the  removal  of  Temple  Bar  the  pharmacy  had 
to  be  transferred  to  199  Strand,  where  advantage  was  taken 
to  fit  up  in  modern  style.  It  is  now  owned  by  Mr.  Greaves. 
"  Huggins's  ozone- papers,"'  well  known  to  the  trade,  emanate 
from  this  shop,  and  its  windows  are  alwa3s  an  attraction 
to  provincial  chemists,  as  they  are  full  of  medicinal  speciali- 
ties exhibited  in  au  attractive  way.  The  intenor  is  not 
extensive,  but  the  most  is  made  of  it,  the  fittings  being 
unconventional  and  attractive. 

Entering  Fleet  Street,  and  taking  the  right  side  from  the 
Strand,  we  soon  reach  No.  68,  where  Mr.  George  Peter  Pond, 
chemist  and  druggist,  wields  both  pestle  and  pen,  for  if  any 
agitation  is  going  on  in  the  drug-trade  Mr.  Pond  has  some- 
thing to  say,  and  says  it  well.  He  is  a  leader  in 
the  London  Chemists'  Association  at  present,  and, 
having  an  "  agin'-the-Guverment "  tendency,  he  can  be 
relied  upon  for  a  little  healthy  criticism  at  any  time.  His 
pharmacy  smacks  wholly  of  business ;  the  window  is  so  well 

stocked  that  at  the  dinner-hour  Fleet  Street  and  its  allev 

J  s 


digest  their  meals  by  a  mere  gaze  at  the  contents— a  tiibute 
to  the  latter's  potency  much  indulged  in.  The  business  has 
been  in  existence  for  over  100  years,  and  Mr.  Pond  has 
had  it  for  forty-three  years.  He  incorporated  with  it  the 
business  of  Lloyd  &  Co.,  75  Fleet  Street,  carrying  both  on 
Under  one  roof.  He  has  some  good  specialities—  e.g.,  Pond's 
areca-nut  tooth-paste,  "  Artbriticus,"  and"Tippoo's  Indian 
tonic  saline."  Mr.  Pond  showed  our  representative  a  very 
artistically  designed  card  of  admission  for  Procession  Day, 
the  main  portion  being  intended  as  a  souvenir  of  the  event. 
It  gives  portraits  of  the  King  and  Queen,  and  pictures 
of  various  incidents  in  their  lives  and  of  their  residences. 

Across  the  street,  at  the  corner  of  Shoe  Lane,  is  one  of  the 
cosiest  little  pharmacies  on  the  whole  route — that  of 
Hancock  &  Co.,  128  Fleet  Street,  in  the  Morning  Advertiser 
block.  Our  snapshot  of  it  was  taken  at  one  of  the  quietest 
hours  of  the  day,  and  the  corner  shows  the  business 
possibilities  of  the  place.  It  is  a  very  old  pharmacy. 
Though  the  early  proprietors  are  unknown,  it  is  certain  that 
the  premises  have  been  in  use  as  a  drug-shop  since  1760.  In 
its  earliest  days  it  was  occupied  by  a  doctor,  and  during 
some  recent  alterations  an  ancient  scroll  was  discovered, 
revealing  the  antiquity  of  the  shop  as  a  medical  hall.  About 
1830  the  premises  were  taken  by  Messrs.  William  Nason

&  Son,  whose  "  Pettigrew's  Pectoral  Lozenges"  are  still 
sold  by  the  present  proprietor.  Following  Messrs.  Nason 
came  Mr.  Joseph  Hancock,  and  after  him  Mr.  Robert 
Hancock,  who  held  the  business  for  some  forty  years,  and 
latterly  the  present  proprietor,  Mr.  Frederic  Boxall,  chemist 
and  druggist.  The  business,  in  spite  of  its  antiquity,  is 
conducted  on  modern  principles,  the  chief  specialities  of  the 
firm  being  antiseptic  throat-pastilles  and  "  Dr.  McWhinnie's 
red  ointment." 

We  are  now  getting  into  the  centre  of  the  City.  Almost 
under  the  shade  of  St.  Paul's  stands  one  of  Mr.  George 
Squire  Boutall's  thirteen  stores — St.  Paul's  Pharmacy,  on 
Ludgate  Hill.  This  is  the  only  one  of  Mr.  Boutall's  branches 
on  the  procession  route,  the  Strand  branch  having  recently 
been  pulled  down  in  connection  wilh  street  improvements. 
The  Ludgate  Hill  place  was  started  some  ten  years  ago  by 
Mr.  Boutall,  on  modern  lines,  as  a  high-class  cash  chemist's 
business.  Mr.  Boutall  makes  a  speciality  of  French  and 
American  proprietaries,  of  which  he  carries  a  large  stock. 
His  principal  specialities  are  "  Boutall's  cough-balsam,"  "  Dr 
Golding  Bird's  head,  stomach,  and  liver  pills,"  and  "  Pedlei's 
bronchial  and  asthmatic  lczenges."    Mr.  A.  F.  Beckwilh, 
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pharmaceutical  chemist,  the  manager  of  this  branch,  makes 
most  attractive  window-displays. 

Cheapside,  or  rather  the  Poultry,  was  once  the  home  of 
the  Bell  and  Dragon,  the  sign  of  Messrs.  Corbyn,  Stacy  &  Oo., 
who  closed  their  premises  a  few  years  ago,  although  the 
stock,  fittings,  and  connection  were  taken  by  the  manager, 
Mr.  Waring,  round  to  Bucklersbury,  which  is  just  off  the 
route.  The  only  druggist's  shop  in  Cheapside  is  No.  134, 
belonging  to  Henry  Lamplough  (Limited),  whose  business 
was  founded  by  Mr.  HeDry  Lamplough.  The  present  com- 
pany was  formed  in  1886,  and  the  Broad  Street  premises  were 
the  first  of  the  branches  established,  the  head  offices  being 
at  Holborn  Circus,  to  which  Mr.  Lamplough  removed  from 
Snow  Hill,  where  he  started  business  sixty  years  ago.  The 
Strand  and  Cheapside  branches  are  managed  respectively  by 
Mr.  Charles  Varnam  and  Mr.  Gregory.  The  speciality  of 
this  firm  is,  of  course,  '  pyretic  saline,"  particularly  in  the 
form  of  effervescing  draught?,  the  secretary  of  the  company 
informing  our  representative  that  during  the  summer  months 
as  many  as  8  000  draughts  are  often  sold  at  their  five  shops 
n  a  single  day.  Some  of  the  shops  are  small,  the  New 
Broad  Street  one  especially  so,  and  No.  134  Cheapside  is  a 
good  second  to  it;  but  they  are  so  well  arranged  that  it  is 
possible  to  get  through  a  lot  of  business  in  them.  Cheap- 
side  is  essentially  a  place  for  window-display,  as  mainly  thus 
is  trade  obtained  and  built  up. 

The  procession  was  to  stop  for  a  few  minuses  at  the 
Mansion  House;  then  to  go  through  the  Mecca  of 
the  assurance  world,  past  King  William's  statue  at  the 
junction  of  Gracechurch  Street,  Eastcheap,  King  William 
Street,  and  Cannon  Street.  No.  43  King  William  Street  is 
the  pharmacy  of  Hooper  &  Co.,  which  was  established 
in  1831  by  the  inventor  of  Hooper's  cachous,  an  ingenious 
and  enterprising  man  to  whom  also  we  owe  the  basis 
of  the  ink  which  is  used  in  printing  stamps.  Mr.  William 
Perkes  Parry,  chemist  and  druggist,  was  the  owner  of 
the  business  until  twelve  or  thirteen  years  ago,  when  he 
had  so  much  developed  the  manufacturing  part  of  it 
(Bartlett  Hooper  &  Co.)  that  he  sold  the  retail  to  Mr. 
Sydney  Fowle,  the  present  proprietor.  It  is  in  a  busy 
thoroughfare,  and  has  a  fine  old-world  frontage,  of  which 
the  most  is  made  by  attractive  displays  of  specialities,  a  good 
thing  also  being  done  in  summer  drinks. 

A  few  yards  southwards  London  Bridge  begins.  It  is  in 
the  process  of  widening.  Oae  cannot  pause  to  think  of  the 
memories  that  the  bridge  calls  up,  for  this  is  a  business 
place,  and  on  the  river  below  the  greatest  volume  of  com- 
merce which  the  world  has  ever  seen  is  carried  undei 
disadvantages.  These  are  the  outcome  of  the  City's  antiquity, 
and  may  never  be  wholly  eradicated.  Towards  the  east 
there  stand  together  a  sturdy  relic  of  Norman  times  in  the 
Tower  of  London  and  that  stupendous  and  artistic  feat  of 
modern  engineering,  the  Tower  Bridge.  The  vista  towards 
the  west  is  the  metropolis  itself,  blending  commerce,  educa- 
tion, law,  government,  and  legislation  in  the  view. 

Entering  Borough  High  Street  the  first  token  of  pharmacy 
on  the  south  route  is  at  the  premises  of  W.  W.  Flood 
&  Co.,  wholesale  druggists.  No  206,  on  the  right  side,  Messrs. 
Bartlett  Hooper  &  Co.  being  No.  208.  These  we  do  not 
illustrate,  as  our  photographs  are  confined  to  retail  pharma- 
cies. The  left  side  of  Borough  High  Street  is  most  favoured 
by  the  drug-trade.  At  No.  97  is  the  business  of  Stevens 
&  Co.,  which  was  founded  in  1792,  and  which,  though  it  has 
since  changed  hands,  still  keeps  up  the  old  name.  The  firm 
possesses  an  old  bsll-mortar  over  100  years  old.  The  front 
is  peculiar,  for  at  a  short  distance  one  would  think  that  the 
business  of  hair-dressing  is  carried  on  along  with  pharmacy, 
but  close  contact  reveals  the  fact  that  it  is  the  first-floor 


tenant  who  does  the  shaving  and  hair-cutting.  This  is  the 
first  shop  oa  the  route  in  which  we  find  a  good  display  of 
trusses  in  the  windo  jv — a  f  ict  accounted  for  by  the  shop  being 
in  the  proximity  of  markets  and  warehouses  where  porters 
abound. 

We  soon  reach  what  appears  to  be  the  oldest  drag-business 
on  the  route,  that  of  Mr.  David  White,  193  Borough  High 
Street,  S.E.  It  was  established  as  far  back  as  1700  by  one 
Mr.  Field,  and  was  subsequently  carried  on  by  Mr.  Beedzler, 
under  the  title  of  "  Ye  Golden  Key,"  at  18  Norton  Folgate. 
After  that  came  Mr.  Galium,  then  Mr.  Rickham,  who  died 
two  years  ago.  The  present  owner,  Mr.  D.  White,  having 
bought  the  business  from  Mrs  Rackham  in  September,  1900, 
it  is  now  carried  on  under  the  title  of  "  White,  late 
Rackham."  The  premises  are  over  200  years  old,  having 
been  a  tobacco  and  snuff  maaufactory  before  becoming 
a  pharmacy.  Mr.  Whits  has  in  his  possession  several 
very  old-fashioned  bottles,  jugs,  chairs,  fee.,  which  go  to 
prove  the  antiquity  of  the  place,  as  well  as  the  style  of  the 
building.  A  glance  at  the  picture  on  page  987  will  show 
that  the  front  has  been  somewhat  modernised,  and  those  on 
the  outlook  for  something  to  replace  the  old-fashioned  shop- 
lamps  should  note  the  effective  reflecting-lamps  which 
illuminate  the  window-contents,  and  tell  passers-by,  by 
means  of  the  red  bullseyes  and  crosses,  that  medicines  are 
sold  there. 

The  next  drug-shop  belongs  to  Drew  &  Co  ,  277  Borough 
High  Street.  This  business  was  established  in  1790  by  a 
Mr.  Yate.  Mr.  Beriah  Drew  has  been  in  possession  for  over 
forty  years,  and  until  fifteen  years  ago  the  business  was 
carried  on  at  the  corner  of  Lant  Street.  The  shop  is  a 
double-fronted  one,  and  was  in  possession  of  the  carpenters 
at  the  time  of  our  visit.  A  wholesale  business  is  also  done 
by  the  firm. 

On  the  ea9t  side  of  the  street  is  the  business  of  Parry  & 
Garnham,  No.  18.  This  is  another  of  the  ancient  houses, 
having  been  established  about  1750  by  Mr.  South,  the  father 
of  the  well-known  Mr.  John  South,  surgeon,  and  of  Sir  James 
South,  the  celebrated  astronomer.  After  him  came  Mr. 
Rouse,  who  built  the  present  premises  while  the  street  was 
in  course  of  construction,  about  1830.  In  1855  Mr.  Parry 
joined  as  assistant,  and  later  Mr.  Garnham,  these  two  taking 
over  the  business  on  October  1,  1863.  There  are  in  the 
books  many  prescriptions  of  well-known  people  of  the 
Borough  in  those  days,  and  the  firm  have  an  old  ledger  con- 
taining the  following  curious  entries,  among  others  : —

The  premises  are  fitted  with  very  old-fashioned  shop- 
rounds,  holding  nearly  ^  gal.  each,  and  the  firm  have  in  their 
possession  many  old  and  curious  pharmaceutical  appliances. 
The  present  business  is  mostly  dispensing,  and  of  a  high- 
class  nature  ;  it  is  well  situated  in  a  very  busy  thorougfare 
which  contributes  largely  to  its  support. 

The  only  other  drug-shop  in  Borough  High  Street  is 
No.  305,  belonging  to  Boots  Cash  Chemists  (Southern) 
(Limited),  an  old  Day's  Drug  Company  shop  and  an  old 
business,  having  been  established  some  fifty  years.  It 
formerly  belonged  to  Mr.  Pond.  The  manager  of  this  branch 
is  Mr.  H.  Neil,  chemist  and  druggist.  The  Boots  Company 
are  building  an  establishment  in  Borough  Road,  which  is 
also  on  the  procession  route. 

At  St.  George's  Circus,  which  divides  Borough  Road  from 
its  western  continuation  —  Westminster  Bridge  Road — is 
situated  the  Royal  Ophthalmic  Hospital,  at  which  Miss  A 
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Neve,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  is  the  disperiser.  There  is  only 
one  pharmacy  in  the  road — viz.,  the  Westminster  Drug- 
stores, 179  Westminster   Bridge   Road.    The   business  is 


script  ions  for  Cabinet  Ministers  on  his  books,  the  "slight 
indispositions  "  to  which  Ministers  have  been  liable  of  late 
being  in  most  cases  treated  by  medicines  from  this  pharmacy.

comparatively  new,  and  was  formerly  carried  on  under  the 
name  of  Francis  Hicks  &  Co.,  but  a  few  3  ears  ago  it  was 
taken  over  by  Mr.  Oldcorn,  of  Piccadilly  Circus,  and  is 
carried  on  as  a  cash  drug- 
store. 

Before  touching  West- 
minster Bridge  the  procession 
skirts  the  grounds  of  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital  on  the 
Albert  Embankment  and 
directly  opposite  the  Houses 
of  Parliament.  Here  Mr. 
Sydney  Plowman,  F.R.C.S., 
M.P.S.,  of  Melbourne,  was 
pharmaceutist,  as  the  chief 
dispenser  is  called,  until  the 
present  holder  of  the  posi- 
tion, Mr.  Edwin  White,  B  Sc., 
M.P.S.,  succeeded  him.  On 
the  north  side  of  the  bridge 

and  to  the  east  of  the  roadway  is  the  pharmacy  of  Mr. 
H.  N.  Davidge,  8  Bridge  Ssreet,  Westminster.  This  business 
has  been  established  for  nine  years.  It  was  originally  the 
Palace  Drug  Company,  and  was  taken  over  by  Mr.  Davidge

Mr.  Davidge  also  does  a  large  soda-fountain  business  and  in 
photographic  lines.  His  most  prominent  speciality  is  "  Dr. 
Prince's  New  Zealand  corn-cure." 
This  is  the  last  pharmacy  on  the  route — Mr.  Priest's,  which 
formerly  stood  in  Parliament 
Street,  having  been  pulled 
down  a  year  or  two  ago.  We 
have  indicated  by  discs  on  the 
map  where  the  pharmacies  are 
situated.  They  are  not  as 
thick  as  blackberries,  and  long 
though  the  route  is  we  do  not 
think  that  it  will  take  many 
if  any  more  druggists.  It 
may  be  remembered  that  in 
our  Winter  Issue  a  Paris 
correspondent  told  how  he 
started  on  a  tour  of  the  Grands 
Boulevards  to  pick  out  the 
pharmacies,  and  he  obtained  a 
mere  handful. 

Thf  se  notes  point  to  the  necessity  for  keeping  pace  with  the 
times.  Even  the  oldest  businesses  have  had  to  conform  to 
modern  methods,  and  let  us  hope  that  the  health  of  King 
Edward  VII.  will  soon  be  restored  so  as  to  enable  him  to  pass 
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The  Houses  of  Parliament.

The  Cape  Analyst's  Report  for  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year  contaias  little  of  interest  to  the  drug-trale.  Mr.  Juritz 
had  not  a  single  medicine  to  examine  during  the  period.  Of 
eight  samples  of  vinegar  analysed  two  were  artificial,  and 
the  sellers  were  fined  31. 

Medicine  Discounted. —There  was  not  a  single  medical 
man  at  the  chemists'  dinner  held  at  Caps  Town  on  May  21 
(see  oar  last  issue),  writes  a  subscriber,  who  wants  to  know 
if  those  responsible  purposely  excluded  the  medicos,  or 
are  relations  between  the  two  professions  strained  at  Cape 
Town. 

A  Charge  of  Fraud. — At  Johannesburg  on  May  28, 
W.  A.  Henry  (22),  who  described  himself  as  a  chemist  and 
a  native  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge 
of  theft  by  means  of  worthless  cheques.  Accused  was  said 
to  have  resided  for  some  time  at  Potchefstroom,  and  to  have 
been  manager  for  a  short  time  to  Mr.  George  Rankin, 
chemist,  while  there. 

The  Cape  Government  Herbarium  has  now  been 
moved  from  rooms  in  the  building  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  to  more  suitable  premises  near  the  Cape  Town 
Museum,  and  Professor  MacO  van,  Government  botanist,  is  a 
happy  man  in  consequence.  It  has  taken  years  of  ceaseless 
agitation  to  get  adequate  premises  for  the  herbarium,  and 
those  who  gained  the  ears  of  the  Government  in  this  con- 
nection are  to  be  congratulated.  Now  that  the  herbarium 
has  been  suitably  located  one  is  prompted  to  ask  when  the 
Government  intends  to  provide  the  senior  analyst  with 
reasonable  accommodation  1  The  reports  which  periodically 
appear  io  this  journal  show  that  the  work  of  the  department 
has  increased  ;  even  during  the  war  it  was  fairly  maintained, 
but  the  facilities  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  work 
remain  as  they  were — exceedingly  meagre.  The  work  that 
will  fall  on  the  laboratory  within  the  next  year  will  tax  the 
staff  greatly,  and  in  cramped  and  badiy  lighted  rooms  it 
will  be  difficult  to  keep  up  to  the  level  of  efficiency. 

In  the  Diamond-fields. — Further  evidence  was  given 
against  the  old  farmer,  Hermannes  Johannes  Steyn,  at  Kim- 
berley,  on  June  2,  in  the  charge  agiinst  him  of  infringing 
the  Pharmacy  Act  by  having  practised  as  a  doctor  (see 
€.  %  D.,  June  14,  pige  914).  Mr.  Lezard,  who  defended, 
informed  the  Court  that  the  accused  was  the  possessor  of  a 
patent  for  the  cure  of  cancer  and  a  licence  for  the  sale  of 
patent  medicines.  It  was  pointed  out,  however,  that  the 
patent  was  taken  out  in  1897,  when  10Z  had  been  paid,  but 
was  not  renewed  three  years  later,  when  it  ought  to  have 
been.  Evidence  was  given  of  Steyn  attending  a  woman 
who  was  suffering  from  cancer,  and  supplying  plasters  and 
medicines.  A  sum  of  3/  10*.  was  charged  for  these,  but 
Steyn  specifically  told  the  husband  of  the  patient  that  the 
charge  was  for  the  medicine  and  plasters  only,  and  not  for 
attendance.  Similar  evidence  was  given  by  a  Beaconsfield 
woman,  who  said  the  accused  had  cared  two  of  her  sons  of 
ailments — one  a  sore  throat,  the  other  a  sore  leg.  In  the 
latter  case  the  lad  had  spent  six  months  in  ho-pital  without 
relief.  Steyn  never  represented  himself  to  be  a  doctor,  and 
asked  for  no  payment  on  any  occasion.  The  case  was  again 
adjourned. 

The  Peace. — The  ne  vs  that  peace  had  been  signed 
reached  Cape  Town  on  Sunday  morning,  Jane  1,  and  on 
Monday,  Jane  2,  all  the  centres  of  the  drug-trade  in  Cape 
Colony  received  the  congratulations  of  the  C.  %  D.  Our 
Kimberley  correspondent,  telegraphing  to  the  Cape  Town 
office,  stated  that  special  peace  celebrations  were  in  evidence 
there  on  June  3,  and  that  the  whole  town  was  decorated 
for  the  occasion.  The  trade  at  Diamondopolis  was  jubilant. 
The  C.  $  D.  correspondent  at  Durban  also  wired  that 
that  city  was  celebrating  peace  in  style,  but  anxiously 
waited  further  particulars,  as  the  trade  there  was  looking 
forward  to  business  with  a  thoroughness  characteristic  of 
Natalians.  At  Cape  Town  the  news  was  received  joyfully 
of  course,  but  scarcely  an  extra  flag  has  been  flying  since 
the  event  was  proclaimed.  The  drug-trade  of  the  South 
African  metropolis  has  accepted  the  peaoe  news  in  much  the 


same  way  as  it  would  a  success  in  the  field,  and  after  all, 
from  a  business  point  of  view,  we  are  far  from  being  out  of 
the  wood.  Feeling  at  Port  Elizabeth  is  much  the  same. 
The  talk  of  suspending  the  constitution  of  the  Cape  Colony, 
and  the  Ministerial  crisis  occasioned  thereby  owing  to  a 
difference  in  opinion  in  the  Cabinet,  all  tend  to  make  the 
business  man  think  pretty  seriously. 

Congestion  at  the  Cape  Docks. — At  a  meeting  of  the 
Table  Bay  Harbour  Board,  held  towards  the  end  of  May,  it 
transpired  that  claims  were  on  file  for  merchandise  lost 
to  the  tune  of  2,703/.  Forty-eight  claims  out  of  the  fore- 
goiog,  aggregating  in  value  1,654/.  6s.  Id.,  were,  the  general 
manager  explained,  in  course  of  settlement,  the  goods  having 
been  traced.  This  may  be,  but  it  would  appear  that  little 
attention  is  paid  to  claims  until  the  merchants  threaten 
legal  proceedings.  The  dock  officials  report  every  now  and 
then  that  the  management  is  improving,  and  no  doubt  this  is 
a  fact ;  it  has  improved  considerably  of  late,  but  when  it  is 
known  that  merchandise  arriving  last  September  (including 
an  entire  shipment  owned  by  a  drug-house  and  lost  by  the 
dock  people)  only  receives  attention  in  May  following,  it 
will  be  admitted  that  the  management  has  a  loDg  way  to 
go  to  reach  perfection  point.  Home  readers  exporting  to 
South  Afiici  via  Cape  Town  can  draw  their  own  conclusions 
as  to  the  state  of  the  shipping  arrangements  at  this  port 
during  the  latter  half  of  last  year.  The  amount  and  value 
of  goods  pilfered  from  chemists'  importations — and  it  is 
assumed  that  importers  of  other  goods  suffer  too — is  on  the 
increase,  and  should  there  be  no  decrease  there  will  be 
plenty  of  litigation  against  the  Board  in  the  not  far  distant 
future.  It  is  stated  that  many  of  the  dock  hands  are  expert 
case-openers,  and  are  well  up  in  the  art  of  abstracting 
perfumery  and  the  like.  Hitherto  it  has  been  the  motto  of 
the  dock  authorities  to  blame  anybody  but  themselves  in 
matters  of  this  kind,  but  now  that  the  military  authorities 
will  gradually  relax  their  hold  on  portions  of  the  dock-space, 
there  can  be  absolutely  no  excuse  for  the  inefficiency  of  the 
maoagement  of  the  Table  Bay  Docks.  A  propos  of  thieving 
at  the  docks,  I  may  state  (adds  our  correspondent)  that  the 
Cape  Government  Railways  have  been  compelled  to  resort 
to  the  mcst  stringent  measures  to  protect  freight  in  transit, 
especially  liquor  and  tobacco.  There  is  a  movement  on  foot 
to  run  special  freight-trains  carrying  these  products  north- 
ward, and  extra  vigilance  is  to  be  maintained  all  along  the 
route  as  the  trains  travel.

German  Tax  on  Bleaching-powder.  —  According  to 
the  new  German  tariff,  the  duty  on  bleachiog-powder  is  to 
be  reduced  from  3  a.  to  2  n  Der  100  kilo*.  Tne  ra'e  of  3m. 
which  was  introduced  in  1865,  was  retained  in  1879  because, 
the  imports,  which  came  chiefly  from  this  couotry,  still 
exceeded  the  export.  The  paper- manufacturers  at  that  time 
a^ked  for  a  removal  of  the  duty,  but  were  not  successful. 
Since  then,  however,  as  the  preamble  to  the  proposed  tariff 
recognises,  the  German  production  has  advanced  to  such  an 
extent  that  it  is  not  only  possible  to  practically  exclude  the 
British  import  from  the  German  market,  but  also  to  export 
increased  qaantities  yearly.  Now,  however,  merchants  and 
consumers  want  the  duty  fixed  at  considerably  less,  or 
abolished  altogether.  With  this  objjct  the  Federal  Council 
has  been  approached. 

The  Proposed  Opium-farm. — The  recent  proposals  of  a 
German  firm  (see  G.  4"  June  7,  page  880)  to  farm 
revenues  in  certain  provinces  of  China  are  attracting  less 
attention  than  they  deserve.  Last  autumn  a  representative 
of  the  French  Customs  service  in  Indo-China  spent  some 
time  at  Wu-chang  in  an  effort  to  gain  the  adherence  of  the 
Viceroy  Chang  Chil-lung  to  a  bold  scheme  for  farming  the 
opium  revenues  of  China  on  a  system  similar  to  that  of  the 
opium-farms  in  Hong-Kong,  Indo-China,  and  Siam.  The 
scheme  was  unfavourably  received,  and  the  French  official 
returned  to  Saigon.  Germany,  through  Messrs.  Arnhold 
Karberg  &  Co.,  apparently  now  aspires  to  obtain  for  herself 
this  immense  privilege,  and  has  secured  the  co-operation  of 
the  Russo-Chinese  Bank.  It  is  necessary  for  our  Govern- 
ment to  take  warning,  wires  Dr.  Morrison,  the  correspondent 
of  the  Times.

It  is  cot  generally  known,  says  Frank  Edel,  that  a 
mixture  of  1  part  of  anhydrous  lanolin  and  3  parts  of  petro- 
latum will  readily  take  up  4  parts  of  glycerin  and  hold  it 
perfectly.  This  is  en  observation  made  in  the  course  of 
practical  work,  which  is  useful  to  remember. 

Dental  Cements. 

There  are  two  kinds  of  dental  cements — zinc-chloride 
and  the  zinc-phosphate  cements.  In  the  case  of  zinc- 
chloride  cements,  a  powder  consisting  of  zinc  oxide  and 
glass,  with  liquid  zinc  chloride,  is  used  ;  glass-powder  is 
equally  adapted  for  the  phosphate  cements. 

Ruble's  Cement  is  made  by  moistening  zinc  oxide  in  a 
Hessian  crucible  with  nitric  acid  and  calcining.  The  lump 
of  zinc  oxide  obtained  is  very  finely  powdered,  and  used 
with  zinc-chloride  solution  of  a  sp.  gr.  of  from  1  9  to  2. 
This  cement  hardens  in  a  few  minutes,  and  is  of  great 
permanency. 

Fairtlwrne's  Cement. 

Powdered  glass    5  parts 

Powdered  borax    4  parts 

Silicic  acid  (Si02)    8  parts 

Zinc  oxide    200  parts 

Powder  very  finely,  and  mix ;  then  tint  with  a  small  quantity 
of  golden  ochre  or  manganese. 


The  compound,  mixed  before  use  with  concentrated 
syrupy  z'nc  chloride  solution,  soon  becomes  as  hard  as 
marble,  and  constitutes  a  very  durable  tooth  cement. 

Rmtaing's  Cement — Melt  in  a  crucible  an  intimate  mixture 
of  1  part  of  secondary  calcium  phosphate  (CaHP04)  with 
15  parts  of  pure  zinc  oxide  and  16|  parts  of  secondary 
ammonium  phosphate  (NH,),HPO,,  until  the  mixture  flows 
quietly  and  uniformly.  The  molten  mass,  when  cooled,  is 
powdered  and  dissolved  in  dilutid  phosphoric  acid,  and 
5  per  cent,  cadmium  oxide  added;  when  this  is  dissolved, 
evaporate  to  a  syrupy  consistence  Next,  knead  a  mixture 
of  2  500  parts  cf  zinc  oxide  and  500  parts  of  magnesia  with 
50  grammes  of  boric  acid,  dissolved  in  water,  into  a  stiff 
paste ;  dry,  and  calcine  in  a  Hessian  crucible  for  some  hours 
at  a  white  heat.  The  greenish  mass  obtained  is  finely 
powdered  and  roasted  in  the  air  until  it  turns  white,  and 
may  be  tinted  as  desired  with  manganese  peroxide  or  ochre. 
The  resultant  powder  is  made  into  a  paste  with  the  solution 
above  described,  and  furnishes  a  very  firm  cement. 

Hiubner's  Cement. 

Zinc  oxide      ..       ...       ...  ...  500  parts 

Powdered  marjgane?e        ...  ...  15  part 

Yellow  ochre...    ...  to  oolour 

Powdered  borax      ...       ...  ...  10  parts 

Powdered  glass       ...       ...  ...  100  parts 

As  a  binding-liquid  use  acid-free  zinc  chloride,  prepared 
by  dissolving  pure  zinc,  free  from  iron,  in  concentrated  pure 
hydrochloric  acid,  keeping  the  zinc  in  excess.  When  no 
more  hydrogen  is  evolved,  the  zinc  in  excess  is  still  left  in 
the  solution  for  some  time.  Tne  latter  is  filtered  and  boiled 
down  to  the  consistency  of  syrup. 

Commercial  zinc  oxide  is  not  dense  enough  for  dental  use, 
and  the  treatment  with  nitric  acid  is  adopted  to  obtain  a 
dense  product. 

Testing  Nutrient  Foods. 
The  value  of  the  new  nut  ient  chemical-foods  can  be- 
judged  either  by  chemical  analysis,  clinical  observation,  or 
colour-analysis.    The  last  me'.hod  is,  according  to  Ehrlicb, 
capable  of  demonstrating  the  different  proportions  of  ingre- 
o'ients  by  their  elective  affinity  for  basic  and  acid  aniline 
dyes     Pappenheim's  colour-sfduiion  can  be  used  instead  of 
Ehrlich's  tri-acid  reagent.    A  small  quantity  of  the  powder 
to  be  examined  is  placed  in  a  centrifugalising  glass  half-full 
of  distilled  water,  10  drops  of  the  colour-solution  added,  the 
mixture  shaken  for  two  minutes,  and  centrifugalised.  The 
coloured  powder  is   then   examined  macroscopically  and 
microscopically.    Starch  is  separately  tested  for  by  adding 
2  drops  of  tincture  of  iodine  to  the  powder  in  distilled  water 
and  separating  the  stained  powder  in  the  centrifuge.  By 
this  method  plasmon  is  found  to  consist  of  casein,  plasmon 
cocca  to  contain  20  per  cent,  of  plasmon.    Plasmon  oats- 
cocoa,  contains  casein  of  plasmoD,  which  is  stained  pale 
green  ;  parts  of  the  husks  of  the  oats  stained  grass  and 
dark  green  ;  the  cocoa  and  starch  are  partly  well  preserved 
(stained  blue)  and  partly  altered  (stained  violet),  showing  a 
paitial  conversion  iDto  dextrine.    Plasmon  biscuit  and  toast 
also  contain  portions  of  husks  and  altered  starch  granules. 
"  Palaktogen  "  consists  of  casein,  as  is  seen  by  the  light- 
green  staining.    "  Soson  "  consists  of  much  altered  muscle 
fibres  and  amorphous  masses,  which  stain  red     "  Heyden's 
Food "  consists  of  vitellin,  albumen,  and  albumose.  The 
particles  are  stained  green.    "  Fersan  "  is  said  to  contain 
81-89  per  cert.  albumeD,  derived  from  ox-blood.  When 
stained  it  takes  on  a  dark-brown  colour.    Under  the  micro- 
scope green  amorphous  masses  are  seen,  representing  acid 
albumen,  while  the  haemoglobin  appears  as  a  brownish-red 
substance.     "  Haimose  "  is  also  a  blood-preparatioD,  and 
showed  similar  staining.    Krewel's  "sanguinal"  pills  con- 
tain  bfemoglobin   (stained   reddish  brown),   and  myosin 
(sr.ained  ruby  red).    There  are  further  starch  granules  and 
sugar,  the  latter  forming  the  coating  of  the  pills.  Hasma- 
togen  cocoa  contains  haemoglobin  (reddish  brown),  starch, 
and  cocoa  granules     "  Aleumnat  "  contains  wheat,  stained 
red,  as  well  as  particles  of  husks,  stained  greeD,  and  amor- 
phous masses.    The  starch  is  chiefly  unaltered.  "Roborat" 
stains  a  reddish  violet.  Under  the  microscope  red  amorphous 
masses  are  seen,  which  represent  the  albumens  of  rice, 
wheat,  and  maize,  and  a  few  green  particles  representing  the 
husks.  The  starch  is  partly  stained  blue  (therefore  unaltered) 
and  partly  violet  (therefore  transformed  into  dextrin).

The  Annual  Meeting 

of  the  London  Chemists'  Association 
was  a  misnomer.  The  Association  has  not  existed  a  year — 
I  was  going  to  say  that  it  scarcely  exists  even  now,  and  is 
in  the  gestation  stage — but  what  I  wish  to  emphasise  is  that 
not  having  worked  for  a  whole  year  there  is  some  excuse  for 
the  meagre  results  reported,  except  in  the  spending  depart- 
ment. The  receipts  were  ZUl.  0$.  10d.,  and  the  outlay 
231.  15.?  Now,  ninety-four  gentkmen  who  have  paid 

five  shillings  each,  you  have  the  opportunity  of  paying  again. 
A  new  financial  year  has  commenced.  The  sixty-four  who  are 
elected,  but  have  not  paid,  will  get  off  with  a  crown  each. 
This  is  a  veritable  grievance  to  such  as  Mr.  Pentney,  who 
pay  their  way  as  they  go.  They  should  take  action  for  the 
delayed  crowns. 

That  Five  Shillings  Over 

will  go  a  long  way  towards  paying 
the  expenses  of  the  deputation  to  Bloomsbury  Square,  but 
not  if  the  members  adjourn  to  the  Holborn  Kestaurant  after- 
wards. If  they  talk  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  round  to 
thinking  tbeTe  is  the  tiniest  loophole  for  proceeding  against 
limited  companies  who  use  the  title  "  chemist  and  druggist," 
or  anything  like  it,  they  will  be  very,  very  dry.  I  reserve 
further  remarks  until  the  eventful  interview  has  been 
reported. 

The  Glasgow  Petition  Attracts  Me. 

There  is  nothing  new  in 
it,  for  proprietary  manufacturers  have  been  asked  hundreds 
of  times  to  fix  minimum  wholesale  and  retail  prices  for 
their  preparations  Nor  do  I  think  the  bait  which  the 
G.W.S.O. T  A.  offers  one  that  will  catch  the  manufacturers, 
but  96  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  of  Glasgow  united  together 
and  keeping  so  wi'l  take  a  lot  of  beating.  I  hope  Glasgow 
chemists  will  not  make  the  mistake  of  watering  down  the 
moral  effect  of  that  98  per  cent,  by  pouring  in  the  influence 
of  other  large  centres.  Manufacturers  are  disposed  to  come 
to  terms  with  retailers  in  a  district,  such  as  Glasgow,  but 
hitherto  they  have  bsen  shy  of  dealing  with  the  whole 
country  at  a  time.  I  do  not  think  they  will  resist  the  96  per 
cent,  of  Glasgow  chemists  if  the  latter  look  after  the  2  per 
cent,  who  stick  out  for  freedom  of  action — in  this  case  to 
cut  as  ihty  like. 

George  J.  Seabury's  Plan 

applies  to  the  2  per  cent.  It  is 
simple  when  dealing  with  98  per  cent,  willing  to  sign  their 
names  to  something  else  than  a  petition.  Mr.  Seabury's 
plan  consists  in  the  98  per  cent.,  or,  let  me  say,  full-price 
men,  forming,  if  necessary,  a  joint-stock  company  to  start  a 
store  next  door  to  the  cutter  and  undercut  him ;  "  the  better 
plan,  however,  would  be,  whenever  possible,  to  secure  the 
nearest  pharmacist  to  the  cutter  and  arrange  with  him  "  to 
cut  below  his  neighbour's  prices.  "The  balance  of  the 
members  of  the  Association  in  any  and  all  parts  of  the  city 
are  to  stand  firm  for  the  full  retail  price  established  by  the 
manufacturer."  The  idea  is  one  for  local  application,  but  it 
can  become  national  if  all  the  big  centres  of  population  are 
as  good  at  organising  as  Glasgow.  I  should  not  think  it 
would  suit  the  London  Chemists'  Asscciation,  for  less  than 
10  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  in  the  metropolis  have  joined  it. 

Absolute  Solubilities 

appear    to   be    the   aim   of  Professor 
Greenish  and  Mr.  Upsher  Smith  in  their  work  for  the  British 


Pharmacopoeia  Committee.  In  a  recent  report  (P.  J. 
June  14)  they  deal  with  arsenious  acid,  boric  acid,  and 
chromic  acid,  and  review  the  tests  in  each  case.  One  gramme 
of  crystalline  arsenious  acid  was  found  to  be  soluble  in 
91  99  c  c.  of  water  61°  F.  in  seven  days,  and  in  the  same 
time  the  same  amount  of  amorphous  acid  dissolved  in 
68  87  cc.  of  water  at  61°  F.  The  Pharmacopoeia  gives  the 
solubility  as  1  in  100.  Boric  acid  dissolved  to  the  extent  of 
1  in  24  4  in  eight  days  (B.P.  solubility  1  in  30),  and  chromic 
acid  1  in  0  599  in  three  days  (B.P.  "  very  soluble").  Exact 
solubilities  like  these  are  of  limited  application,  even  as 
tests,  and  as  solubilities  are  given  in  Pharmacopoeias  for  the 
guidance  of  prescribers  and  dispensers,  we  need  factors 
applicable  to  compounding  conditions,  that  is,  solubility  in 
five  minutes,  and  a  few  multiples  thereof.  These  can  be  so 
easily  ascertained  that  I  am  surprised  the  Professor  and  his 
assistant  do  not  give  them  as  a  matter  of  course. 

The  Bradford  Charms 

are  referred  to  in  the  last  number  of 
Folk-lore,  and  some  further  details  are  given  as  to  their 
origin.  It  appears  that  the  "old  hall"  is  High  Fernley 
Farm,  Wyke,  near  Bradford,  and  that  when  the  occupier 
Mr.  Josiah  Lightowler,  was  whitewashing  his  cattle-shed 
the  fancy  took  him  to  remove  some  square  pieces  of  wood 
nailed  to  the  rafters.  Behind  each  of  the  seven  pieces  of 
wood  a  piece  of  parchment,  folded  and  wafered,  was  dis- 
covered. The  cattle-shed,  or  mistal,  as  it  is  called  locally, 
was  originally  part  of  the  dwelling-house,  and  a  stone  over 
the  doorway  is  dated  1696.  A  neighbouring  house,  High 
Fernley  Hall,  built  in  1678,  seems  to  have  obtained  a  ghostly 
reputation  through  one  of  the  occupants  beiDg  disappointed 
in  love.  The  rejected  suitor  is  said  to  have  cut  off  his  head 
and  afterwards  haunted  the  district.  It  hardly  seems  feasible 
for  a  man  to  cut  off  his  own  head,  but  the  tradition  that  a 
headless  horseman  haunted  the  neighbourhood  would  prob- 
ably be  quite  enough  to  drive  the  neighbours  to  use  charms 
to  protect  themselves  and  their  belongings  from  evil. 

' '  The  Academic  Gregories  " 

is  the  title  of  the  latest  of  the 
"  Famous  Scots  "  Series,  and  as  it  includes  Professor  James 
Gregory  (1753-1821),  the  originator  of  Gregory 'f  powder,  I 
bought  a  copy  to  see  if  it  stated  when  the  Professoi  first  pre- 
scribed the  powder.  Mr.  Kirby  said  recently  at  thi  Thames 
Police  Court  that  Gregory's  powder  was  well  known  before 
1812,  but  as  I  could  find  no  reference  to  it  in  Gray's 
Supplement  (where  a  pulv.  rhei  co.  of  quite  different  compo- 
sition is  given),  nor  in  Brande's  "  Manual  of  Pharmacy  "  or 
Pereira's  "Materia  Medica,"  all  posterior  to  1812,  I  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  either  not  well  known  in 
1812  or  did  not  exist.  "  The  Academic  Gregories"  gives  me 
no  clue,  but  I  am  indebted  to  a  friend  for  a  reference  to  a 
report  of  an  evening  meeting  of  the  North  British  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1879,  at  which  Mr.  John 
Mackay  showed  an  autograph  prescription  for  the  powder 
by  J.  G.,  which  was  dated  December  22,  1816.  It  was  first 
introduced  into  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia  of  1841,  and 
at  that  time  Christison  spoke  of  it  as  being  better  known  as 
Gregory's  powder.    Here  my  researches  end. 


Austrian  Quicksilver. — The  Government  quicksilver- 
mines  at  Idria  are  said  to  be  in  an  unsatisfactory  condition, 
and,  according  to  the  local  newspapers,  there  is  a  possibility  of 
the  works  being  closed.  They  appear  to  have  been  worked 
for  over  thrte  hundred  years,  and  give  constant  employment 
to  1,200  workmen.  The  annual  production  is  about 
800,000  quintals  of  ore,  which  yield  some  5,000  quintals  of 
quicksilver.

The  King's  Illness. 

The  calamity  which  has  befallen  the  British  nation  on  the 
eve  of  the  Coronation  of  King  Edward  VII.  is  too  great  to 
be  calculable  at  a  moment  when  our  chief  concern  is  the 
welfare  of  our  Sovereign  and  the  happiness  of  his  Consort. 
In  a  sense  the  King  is  a  relative  to  every  one  of  his 
subjects,  and  when  he  is  laid  low  the  circumstance 
upsets  us  almost  as  much  as  if  the  illness  were  within  our 
own  homes.  The  Coronation,  that  supreme  manifestation 
of  ancient  formulas  and  imperial  loyalty,  has  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye  become  of  secondary  importance,  and  in 
its  place  there  has  welled  up  a  flood  of  devoted  respect  for 
the  man  who  for  the  next  few  weeks  has  to  battle 
with  the  grim  enemy  who  is  without  respect  of  persons. 
Perityphlitis,  irom  which  the  King  is  suffering,  is  a 
serious  matter,  but  not  necessarily  a  fatal  malady.  It 
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is  synonymous  with  appendicitis.  In  general  terms  the 
•disease  is  an  inflammation  of  the  vermiform  appendix  of  the 
towels,  and  several  varieties  are  recognised.  The  fact  that 
the  disease  recurs  is  well  known  ;  some people  there  are  who 
'have  an  attack  yearly.  Perityphlitis  is  usually  ciused  by 
some  irritation,  and  the  chill  the  King  was  reported  to  be 
suffering  from  was  probably  an  early  symptom  of  the 
inflammation.  The  treatment  in  a  simple  case  consists  in 
putting  the  patient  under  opium  to  stop  all  movement  of  the 
teowels,  with  a  view  to  allowing  the  inflammation  to  subside, 
and  it  is  only  in  severe  cases,  or  where  complications  are 
feared,  that  operative  measures  are  taken.  The  operation  con- 
sists in  cutting  down  to  the  abdominal  cavity  and  removing 
the  inflamed  portion  of  the  bowel.  Recovery  is  usually  certain 
in  young  and  healthy  persons,  thinks  to  the  perfection  of 
modern  surgery,  but  in  the  case  of  the  King,  who  is  not 
young,  and,  if  recent  accounts  can  be  relied  on,  is  in  poor 
health,  the  matter  assumes  a  very  grave  and  serious  aspect 
At  the  time  of  writing  we  only  know  that  the  operative 
measures  had  to  be  taken  because  an  abscess  had  been  dis- 
covered. There  is,  therefore,  ground  for  apprehension,  and 
the  postponement  of  the  Coronation  festivities  is  more  than 
justified.  If,  as  we  hope,  the  operation  prove  successful, 
the  patient  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  his  bed  for  three 
weeks,  and  then  some  time  must  elap33  before  he  can  be 
removed  from  London.  Sir  Frederic  Treves,  who  operated 
on  his  Majesty,  is,  perhaps,  the  most  skilled  surgeon  in  sach 
cases  ;  but  before  our  subscribers  receive  this  they  will  have 
seen  from  the  bulletins  how  his  Majesty  is  progressing,  and 
we  join  with  them  in  saying  with  sincerity  akin  to  the 
circumstances — 

"  God  Save  the  King." 

"Lancet"  and  Law=breakers. 

Recently  magistrates  in  various  parts  of  the  country  have 
ia  an  unhesitating  manner  fined  unqualified  persons  for 
selling  an  exceedingly  poisonous  preparation  of  nicotine 
The  actions  hive  been  instituted  by  the  Pharniicjuticil 
Council,  and  it  is  particularly  noteworthy  that  the  sum- 
monses have  not  been  for  the  mere  act  of  sale,  but  for  the 
neglect  of  those  precautions  which  are  deemed  by  the  law  to 
be  necessary  in  distributing  poisons  to  the  public.  They 
have  not  been  actions  for  infringing  the  rights  of  those 
exclusively  entrusted  by  the  State  with  the  sale  of  poisons, 
but  actions  for  endangering  the  safety  of  the  public  We 
are,  therefore,  much  surprised  to  observe  that  the  Lnmet  of 
June  21  prints  an  Editorial  note  which  virtually  condemns 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  The  note  i3  in  the  following 
terms  : — 

It  is,  of  course,  difficult  to  suggest  a  satisfactory  system  of 
control  bv  which  all  poisons  or  poisonous  preparations  can  be 
sold.  Tobacco,  paint,  and  alcohol  are  poisons,  but  there  is 
practically  no  limit  to  their  sale.  Whilst  admitting,  however, 
the  danger  to  the  community  which  the  unrestricted  sale  of 
poisonous  compounds  intended  exclusively  for  agricultural 
purposes  would  possibly  involve,  it  is  pretty  evident  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  were  never  intended  to  apnly  to 
such  preparations.  The  sale,  for  instance,  of  a  weed-killer  or 
insecticide  does  not  surely  require  the  offices  of  a  particularly 
well- educated  or  qualified  person,  such  as  is  the  chemist  and 
druggist.  The  chemist  and  druggist  is  required  to  possess  an 
accurate  knowledge  of  poisons  for  obvious  reasons,  chief  amongst 
which  is  that  he  dispenses  them  for  internal  administration. 
TSlsewhere  we  record  a  case  in  which  a  seed  and  artificial-manure 
merchant  was  summoned  for  selling  a  poisonous  vegetable  alka- 
loid known  as  nicotine  without  having  his  name  and  adlre3s 
on  the  bottle,  and  for  selling  the  poison  to  an  unknown  person, 
and  for  failing  to  mike  an  entry  of  the  sale  in  a  book  kept  for 
{he  purpose,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1868.  The  preparation  was  sold  as  a  "  vaporiser  fumigator"  which 
■ic  used  for  the  destruction  of  greenhouse  pests.  Evidence  was 
given  to  the  effect  that  the  compound  contained  over  20  per  cent, 
of  nicotine,  2  oz.  containing  as  much  as  186  gr.  of  the  alkaloid  — 


a  quantity,  it  was  stated,  sufficient  to  prove  fatal  to  at  least  300 
persons.  The  case  was  considered  proved  and  the  defendant  was 
fined  21.  on  each  of  the  three  summonses,  including  costs.  Con- 
sent, however,  was  given  to  state  a  special  cise  for  the  Court  of 
Appeal.  Instances  of  this  sort  are  multiplying,  and  it  is  to  b  i 
hoped  that  the  Privy  Council  Poisons  Committee  may  find  thit 
they  will  be  able  to  control  the  sale  of  poisons  in  some  way  which, 
while  duly  protecting  the  public,  will  not  threaten  to  extinguish 
an  undoubtedly  important  trade.  We  learn  that  the  report  of 
this  Committee  is  not  expected  until  the  end  of  the  autumn. 
Their  decision  will  have  an  important  bearing  upon  the  case 
which  we  have  just  discussed. 

It  is  not  unreisonable,  and  it  is  at  least  charitable,  to 
suppose  that  the  Lancet  has  not  appreciated  the  grounds  of 
action.  Our  contemporary  claims  that  it  does  not  require 
a  qualified  person  to  sell  poisons,  but  we  would  point  out  that 
the  person  on  behalf  of  whose  class  the  Lancet  protests 
was  not  proceeded  against  because  he  was  unqualified,  but 
because  he  was  either  so  ignorant  of  the  law  respecting  the 
sale  of  poisons,  or  so  regardless  of  it,  as  to  omit  the  most 
reasonable  precautions  in'their  sale.  The  accused  sold  enough 
poison  to  kill  500  persons  jast  as  if  it  were  onion-seeds  or 
superphosphates.  The  Lancet  apparently  approves  of  this 
conduct,  but  we  feel  sure  that,  whatever  the  Poisons  Com- 
mittee decides,  even  if  it  recommend  permission  for  the 
sale  of  such  poisons  by  unqualified  persons,  it  will  ensure 
that  proper  precautions  as  to  labelling  and  knowledge  of 
the  purchaser  shall  be  ensured.  We  believe  the  opinions  of 
the  Lancet  carry  weight  with  the  public  and  the  Press  of  the 
country,  which  fact  makes  the  somewhat  thoughtless  note 
all  the  more  regrettable.  Our  contemporary  usually  shows  a 
wholesome  regard  for  the  law,  but  in  this  instance  it  encour- 
ages law-breakers  whose  lack  of  knowledge  and  carelessness 
menace  the  public  safety. 


London  Dock  Reform. 

The  backwardness  of  London  in  many  commercial  ways  is 
proverbial.  At  every  turn  it  is  hamp?red  by  traditions  and 
vested  interests,  and  in  nothing  more  thin  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  world's  merchandise  is  treated  when  it  reaches 
our  great  river  highway.  Most  other  ports  in  the  country 
are  part  of  the  municipal  organisation  ;  thepirbof  London 
is  private  property,  belonging  to  companies  whose  share- 
holders look  for  dividends — naturally.  As  long  as  this  con- 
dition exists  it  was  felt  that  progress  would  be  slow,  and  a 
Royal  Commission  was  appointed  two  years  ago  with  a  view 
to  betterment.  The  Commission  has  drawn  up  its  report, 
and  the  Shipping  Gazette  has  been  smart  enough  to  get  hold 
of  its  contents  before  its  official  publication.  The  Commis- 
sion heard  all  sides,  and  now  it  say3  much  to  justify 
the  criticism  that  has  been  passed  on  the  existing  state  of 
things.  That  we  may  neglect,  for  the  proposals  offered  for 
betterment  are  the  main  thing.  These  we  summarise  as 
follows  : — 

Proposal  1.  The  existing  docks  are  to  be  acquired  by  a 
new  Dock  Authority  consist'n?  of  forty  members,  nominate  1 
and  elected,  who  will  pay  out  the  shareholders  in  the  present 
companies  with  Port  Siock  guaranteed  by  the  City  Corpora- 
tion and  London  County  O  juncil. 

Proposal  2.  The  Dor.k  Authority  to  improve  the  docks  by 
spending  upon  them  4  500, 000^.  in  ten  years. 

Proposal  3.  The  Dock  Authority  to  control  and  improve 
the  river  Thames  from  Teddington  Lock  seawards,  spending 
on  it  2  500.000Z.  in  ten  years. 

Proposal  4.  Pilotage,  lighting,  and  buoying  of  the  Thames 
to  be  transferred  from  Tiinity  House  to  the  Dock  Authority. 

Proposal  5.  The  Watermen's  Company  to  be  extinguished 
so  far  as  control,  &c,  of  the  river  are  concerned.  Its 
charities  to  remain. 

Proposal  6,  The  river  improvements  to  comprise  deepening 
the  channel  to  30  feet  from  the  Xore  to  the  Albert  Dock, 
widening  to  1.CO0  feet  from  the  Nore  to  Crayforr'ness  and  to 
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600  feet  beyond ;  deepening  the  channel  to  25  to  26  feet 
from  Albert  Docks  to  the  London  Docks,  and  widening  that 
section  to  300  feet  at  the  bottom. 

Proposal  7.  A  licensing-fee  to  be  imposed  on  barges  and 
lighters. 

Proposal  8.  Dues  to  be  levied  on  goods  landed,  with  some 
exceptions. 

It  will  be  seen  that  these  proposals  aim  to  get  the  Port  of 
London  on  a  level  in  working  with  such  ports  as  Liverpool. 
They  seem  simple  enough  ;  but  the  fact  cannot  be  overlooked 
that  the  property  and  vested  interests,  which  havs  to  be 
bought  up  before  a  beginning  can  be  made  in  reform,  are 
exceedingly  valuable  and  powerful.  Nothing  looks  easier  on 
paper  than  to  transfer  such  interests  from  several  authorities 
to  one  ;  but  all  experience  goes  to  show  that  in  the  concrete 
such  changes  are  slow  of  performance.  Here  we  have  to 
deal  with,  amongst  other  matters,  a  guarantee  to  be  given  by 
two  bodies  which  do  not  pull  together  in  all  things — the 
City  Corporation  and  the  London  County  Council ;  and  while 
with  unity  of  purpose  and  determination  on  the  part  of  these 
bodies  for  the  commonweal  the  financial  difficulty  could 
easily  be  overcome,  we  have  yet  to  secure  the  unity.  Here 
Parliament  may  take  pity  on  London  and  force  the  matter, 
which  is  certainly  imperial  in  most  respects. 

Citric  Materials. 

The  possibilities  of  the  West  Indies  as  a  field  for  the  pro- 
duction of  concentrated  lemon-juice  and  citrate  of  lime  is 
discussed  in  a  monograph  by  the  Hon.  Francis  Watts,  F.I.O., 
F.O.S.,  and  published  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  West  Indian 
Bulletin.  Mr.  Watts  is  the  Government  Analytical  Chemist 
to  the  Leeward  Islands,  and  has  devoted  much  attention  to 
this  subject.  It  appears  that  experiments  have  been  carried 
out  in  Dominica  and  Montserrat  for  the  last  thirty  years, 
while  during  the  last  ten  years  the  advance  has  been 
very  marked  on  the  commercial  side.  So  far,  however, 
supplies  have  been  placed  on  the  market  at  irregular 
intervals,  the  consequence  being  that  they  often 
arrive  at  a  time  when  there  is  no  particular 
demand,  and  after  buyers  had  made  their  contracts 
so  that  they  sold  with  difficulty  and  at  lower  prices  than 
Sicilian  make.  This  shows  want  of  organisation,  and  may 
be  remedied  by  a  closer  acquaintance  with  British  market 
conditions,  by  the  careful  use  of  marks  and  brands,  by  in- 
timation of  the  condition  of  crops,  their  probable  quantity, 
and  the  probable  times  of  arrival  on  the  market.  In 
Dominica  it  is  customary  to  carry  the  concentration  of 
lime-juice  to  a  higher  figure  than  the  standard  strength  of 
84  oz.  of  citric  acid  per  gal.  According  to  Mr.  Watts,  con- 
centrated juice  from  the  island  ranges  in  strength  from 
105  to  120  oz.  per  gal.,  or  even  higher.  That  such  degree  of 
concentration  is  attainable  without  considerable  loss  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  juice  of  good  quality  is  used  for  concentra- 
tion. On  many  estates  in  Dominica  the  whole  of  the  juice 
obtained  is  concentrated,  whereas  in  some  places  the  finer 
qualities  are  exported  as  raw  juice,  while  the  inferior 
ones  alone  are  exported.  Evidence  is  afforded  by 
Italy  and  Sicily,  however,  that  the  preparation  of 
citrate  of  lime  is  gradually  displacing  that  of  juice, 
as,  for  instance,  from  December  31,  1900,  to  September  30, 
1901,  1,969  pipes  (590 J  tons)  of  citrate  of  lime  were 
shipped  from  Messina  and  Catania,  against  549  pipes 
of  concentrated  juice,  and  the  figures  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1899-1900  were  2,085  pipes  (635|  tons)  citrate  and 
1,671  pipes  of  juice.  The  West  Indian  producers  should 
therefore  turn  their  attention  to  the  production  of  citrate  if 
they  wish  to  obtain  best  prices  for  their  goods.  As  matters 
stand  at  present  Mr.  Watts  anticipates  that  citrate  will  prove 
more  expensive  in  preparation  than   concentrated  juic 


owing  to  the  cost  of  erecting  heating  apparatus  and  drying- 
chambers  and  of  importing  and  transporting  lime.  The 
London  market  for  citric  acid  has  been  exceedingly  dull  this 
year  so  far,  and  the  price  has  never  been  so  low  as  it  is  now. 
The  same  remark  applies  to  tartaric  acid,  and  the  chief 
reason  for  the  recent  depression  was  the  wintry  weather 
when  summer  should  have  been  with  us.  The  present  condi- 
tions are  therefore  not  rosy  for  the  West  Indian  industry, 
added  to  which  concentrated  lemon-juice  is  now  quoted  at  a 
very  low  figure  in  Sicily — viz.,  12/.  5s.  per  pipe,  f.o.b. — and 
the  scfEO  l  for  contracting  (January  to  April)  is  over.  Com- 
paring the  above  prices  with  previous  years,  we  find  that  in 

1901  prices  ranged  from  17?.  to  19?.  per  pipe, 
1900     „        „         „    13?.  to  17?.  „ 
1899     „        „         „    13?.  to  20/. 

We  have,  however,  indicated  the  first  point  that  West  Indian 
makers  of  juice  or  citrate  should  attend  to — viz.,  get  into 
touch  with  buyers  or  consumers  here  and  guarantee  supplies 
which  will  justify  them  in  looking  to  the  West  Indies  as  a 
reliable  producer. 

CYANIDE-POISONING. 
The  Victorian  Department  of  Mines  has  issued  instruc- 
tions (printed  on  calico)  as  to  the  method  of  treating  a 
case  of  potassium-cyanide  poisoning.    The  antidote  recom- 
mended  is  freshly  made  ferric  hydrate,  prepared  from 
fe  rrous  sulphate,  sodium  hydrate,  and  magnesium  oxide,  and 
instructions  are  given  to  have  ready  (a)  an  hermetically 
sealed  bottle  containing  1\  grammes  of  ferrous  sulphate  in 
30  c.c.  of  water,  (J)  an  hermetically  sealed  bottle  containing 
1J  gramme  of  caustic  soda  dissolved  in  300  c.c.  of  water, 
and  (p)  a  tube  containing  2  grammes  of  magnesia.    The  two 
solutions  are  mixed  in  the  tin  vessel  in  which  the  antidote 
is  packed,  the  powder  added.    The  whole  mixture  is  ad- 
ministered to  the  patient,  and  the  stomach  afterwards  well 
washed  out.  The  instructions  given  on  the  poster  are  simple, 
and  if  carried  out  promptly  should  result  in  many  lives 
being  saved.    It  will  be  observed  that  the  iron  antidote  has 
been  chosen   in  preference  to  the  peroxide-of-hydrogen 
method,  which  is  slower  in  action.    Chemists  in  mining 
districts  should  have  no  difficulty  in  selling  the  antidote  and 
apparatus  for  first-aid  treatment.    The  calico  poster  can  be 
had  from  E.  S.  Brain,  Government  printer,  Melbourne. 
USE   OF   MARKED  SYPHONS. 
An  Edinburgh  correspondent,  writing  to  us  in  regard  to 
the  statement  of  the  Chairman  of  tli3  Edinburgh  and  Dis- 
trict Aerated-water  Manufacturers'  Dafence  Association  to 
the  effect  that  it  is  illegal  for  any  person  to  sell  syphons  of 
aerated  waters  the  contents  of  which  are  not  actually  made 
by  the  manufacturer  whose  name  is  stamped  on  the  syphon, 
calls  our  attention  to  a  case  heard  ten  years  ago  in  the 
Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  where  a  firm  of  wholesale 
wine-merchants  attempted  to  prevent  a  dealer  in  casks  from 
selling  casks  bearing  their  name.    The  dealer  proved  that 
he  had  bought  the  casks  in  the  ordinary  course  of  trading 
from  merchants    who  had    paid  the   wholesalers  their 
invoice-price  for  them.    The  dealer  declined  to  discontinue 
to  buy  or  sell  such  casks,  and  the  wholesale  wine-merchant3 
were  advised  that  they  had  no  case,  and  abandoned  their 
action.    Our  correspondent  presumes  that  the  same  legal 
conditions  apply  to  bottles  or  syphons.   If  the  circumstances 
were  exactly  the  same,  that  would  be  the  case ;  but  it  rarely 
happens  in  the  aerated-water  trade  that  bottles  and  syphons 
marked  with  the  names  of  the  manufacturers  are  actually 
sold  by  the  latter  to  the  retailer.    If  they  are,  the  man  who 
buys  them  may  do  what  he  likes  with  them,  provided  when 
he  uses  them  for  his  own  make  of  beverages  he  so  labels 
the  bottles  or  syphons  as  to  show  that  the  contents  are  not 
manufactured  by  the  firm  or  person  whose  name  is  marked 
upon  the  bottles  or  syphons.

THE  composition  of  the  oil  of  bitter-orange  leaves,  known 
in  trade  by  the  name  of  oil  of  petitgrain,  has  been  the 
subject  of  numerous  researches  of  late.  On  the  contrary, 
until  now  no  attention  has  been  given  to  the  oil  of  bergamot- 
leaves.* 

This  oil  has  been  distilled  for  several  years  in  this  district, 
where,  as  it  is  known,  the  chief  industry  is  the  cultivation 
of  bergamot-trees  and  the  manufacture  of  bergamot  oil. 
The  yield  of  oil  is  limited  ;  100  kilos,  of  leaves  give  only 
150  grammes  of  oil. 

The  pure  oil  of  this  season  has  a  sp  gr.  of  about  0  871  to 
0'873,  an  optical  rotation  from  +  25°  30'  to  +26°,  and  an 
ester-content,  calculated  as  linalyl  acetate,  of  about  32  to 
34  p?r  cent.  It  is  soluble  in  90-per-cent.  alcohol  (1  :  1). 
It  contains  methyl  anthranilate. 

The  distillation  of  this  oil  is  only  carried  on  to  a  limited 
extent,  and  takes  place  between  February  and  April,  at  the 
lime  of  pruning,  the  amount  of  the  production  per  year  in 
this  district  varying  according  to  the  demand.  It  may  ba 
calculated  at  about  20'25  kilos. 

The  oil  is  rarely  pure  ;  turpentine  oil  is  often  distilled 
together  with  bergamot-leaves,  and  very  often  into  the  still 
leaves  and  young  saplings  of  bitter  orange  are  added. 
Adulterations  are  extensively  practised  with  the  addition  of 
peel  essences. 

The  oil  of  bergamot-leaves  is  put  on  the  market  as  oil  of 
petitgraiD,  or  it  is  used  to  adulterate  the  oil  of  both  bitter 
and  sweet  orange  flowers.  This  adulteration,  however,  is 
easily  detected,  because  it  alters  both  the  sp.  gr.  and  the 
optical  rotation,  and  increases  the  linalyl-acetate  percentage 
of  pure  oils.

We  have  had  a  chat  with  Mr.  Geo.  J.  Seabury,  of  New 
York,  in  regard  to  the  proposal  of  the  Glasgow  Chemists' 
Trade  Association  to  confer  with  proprietary  manufacturers 
regarding  a  fixed  minimum  profit  on  goods.  He  considers 
that  Glasgow  chemists  are  going  the  right  way.  "Stick 
together,  brethren,"  is  his  message  to  them  until  he  returns 
from  the  Continent  in  October,  when,  it  his  health  permits, 
he  will  express  his  views  more  directly.  Meanwhile  he  is 
making  a  study  of  the  Glasgow  movement. 

Mr.  Wm.  A.  McGufpie,  of  McGuflie  &  Co.,  chemists, 
Brisbane,  Queensland,  is  now  in  London,  and  expects  to  be 
in  this  country  until  October.  Mr.  McGuflie  was  a  fellow- 
apprentice  with  Mr.  Peter  Boa  at  Stranraer,  and  thereafter 
wes  twelve  years  with  Mr.  William  Wallace,  St.  Vincent 
Street,  Glasgow.  He  has  been  in  Queensland  as  long,  and 
six  years  ago  started  business  on  his  own  in  Brisbane. 
His  success  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that  he  has  recently 
taken  two  partners  to  assist  him  in  the  business. 

Dr.  A.  R.  van  Linge  has  resigned  his  position  i  s 
technical  manager  of  the  Bandong  quinine  factory,  Java. 
The  directors  approached  Mr.  P.  van  Leersum,  Government' 
director  of  the  cinchona  plantations,  and  requested  him  to 
accept  the  position.  Mr.  Van  Leersum  fell  in  with  the 
proposal,  but  was  unwilling  to  vacate  his  position  with  the 
Government.

Much 
of  the  success  of  the  Bandong  factory  was  due  to  the  exer- 
tions of  Mr.  van  Linge,  and  not  only  did  he  perfect  th3 
process  of  manufacture,  but  invented  and  personally  super- 
vised the  construction  of  the  machinery  and  apparatus  used 
in  the  works.

Scientific  progress. 


Japanese  Saffron. — Ch.  Sugiyama  gives  in  the  Journal  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Japan  the  results  of  examination 
of  saffron  prepared  from  Crocus  sativus,  Linn.,  grown  by  Soyeda, 
and  compares  them  with  European  saffron, 

Volumetric  Estimation  of  Thallium— V.  Thoma3 
(Comptes  Bendus)  employs  a  moditication  of  Feit's  method  for 
estimating  thallium  volumetrically.  A  thallic  salt  is  treated  with 
potassium  iodide,  and  a  greenish-black  precipitate  is  obtained. 
This  may  be  considered  as  a  mixture  of  thallous  iodide  and  iodine, 
resulting  from  the  decomposition  of  an  unstable  triiodide, 
T1L  =  T1I  +  I;.  To  estimate  thallium  volumetrically  the  solution 
should  contain  the  metal  in  the  form  of  thallic  sulphate,  and  the 
transformation  into  thallic  sulphate  is  absolutely  necessary  in  the 
case  of  thallium  existing  in  the  liquid  in  the  form  of  a  halogen 
salt.  Excess  of  potassium  iodide  is  added,  and  enough  arseniou3 
solution  to  produce  a  pure  yellow  precipitate  of  thallous  io3ide. 
This  is  filtered,  and  to  a  portion  of  the  filtrate  excess  of  arsenious 
acid  is  added.

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

A MEETING  of  the  Executive  was  held  at  33  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  oa  Friday,  June  Z0,  Mr.  Peter  Boa  (Chair- 
man) presiding. 

Leaving  Certificates  and  the  Preliminary. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  read  the  minute3  of  the 
General  Purposes  Committee,  from  which  it  appeared  that 
the  Council  had  intimated  that  they  had  resolved  to  accept 
Leaving  certificates  of  candidates  for  registration  as  pharma- 
ceutical students  along  with  any  other  certificate  of  a 
recognised  examining  body. 

The  Scheme  for  University  Training. 

It  was  also  reported  that  the  Council  had  approved  of  the 
principle  of  Mr.  Tocher's  draft  scheme  for  the  promotion  of 
university  training  for  Scotch  students,  subj- ot  to  the  condi- 
tion that  the  degree  in  pharmacy  was  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  that  the  holder  was  entitled  to  registration  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  in  Great  Britain.  The  General  Pur- 
poses Committee  had  a  meeting  with  Mr.  Tocher,  who 
submitted  a  summary  of  his  scheme.  In  accordance  with  a 
resolution  then  come  to,  a  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  had  been  asked  to  prepare  a  final  draft,  to  be 
submitted  officially  to  the  four  Scotch  universities.  It  was 
also  agreed  that  details  of  the  scheme,  and  a  copy  of  the 
application  to  the  universities,  should  be  submitted  at  the 
same  time  to  the  Carnegie  Trust.  The  Executive  remitted 
the  draft  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee  with  powers. 

Sunday  Parcel-post  for  Medicines. 
The  General  Purposes  Committee  had  under  consideration 
a  suggestion  to  ask  the  Postmaster-General  to  institute  a 
Sunday  parcel-post  service  for  the  carriage  of  medicines. 
The  opinion  of  the  committee  was  that  it  would  involve  a 
large  increase  of  Sunday  postal  labour,  and  they  agreed  to 
recommend  that  all  medicines  urgently  required  on  Sundays 
should  be  transmitted  by  letter-post,  as  now  permissible. 
The  Executive  adopted  the  recommendation. 

The  Election  of  the  New  Executive. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  read  the  report  of  the 
scrutineers  appointed  to  examine  the  votes  for  the  election 
of  the  new  Executive,  and  it  wa3  approved  of  and  ordered 
to  be  submitted  at  the  meeting  of  the  Branch  to  be  after- 
wards held. 

American  Pharmaceutical  Jubilee. 

Toe  Assistant-Secretary  read  a  letter  which  had  been 
received  from  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
inviting  the  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  Scotland  to  be  represented  by  delegates  at  the  golden 
anniversary  meeting  of  the  Association  to  be  held  at 
Philadelphia  on  September  8.  The  Executive  instructed 
that  the  invitation  should  be  suitably  acknowledged,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  if  any  member  in  Scotland  intended  being 
present  at  the  meeting  he  should  be  asked  to  act  as  a 
delegate. 

The  Status  of  the  Scotch  Board  of  Examiners. 

Mr.  Kerr  (Dundee)  asked  Mr.  Storrar  what  had  been  the 
outcome  of  his  inquiry  in  regard  to  the  question  raised 
about  the  relative  position  of  the  Boards  of  Examiners  in 
London  and  Edinburgh, 

Mr.  Storrar  said  that,  however  it  had  arisen,  there  was  a 
misapprehension,  and  that  it  had  been  made  perfectly  clear 
that  there  was  no  intention  to  differentiate  between  the 
Boards  in  England  and  Scotland.  He  pointed  out  that  in 
regard  to  the  word  "board  "  the  interpretation  in  the  intro- 
duction to  the  by-laws  was  that  the  singular  number  in- 
cluded the  plural.  Mr.  Storrar  further  explained  that  a 
proposal  had  been  made  to  institute  a  joint  committee  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  two  Boards  along  with  a  certain 
number  of  members  of  the  Council. 

This  was  all  the  public  business. 


MEETING  OF  THE  SCOTCH  MEMBERS. 

A  meeting  of  members  of  the  North  British  Branch  was 
thereafter  held,  Mr.  Boa  presiding. 

Chairman's  Remarks. 

Referring  to  the  work  done  by  the  Branch  during  the 
year,  Mr.  Boa  first  dealt  with  the  certificates  for  the  First 
examination,  stating  what  had  been  done  on  the  initiative  of 
Mr.  Maben  and  the  result  (see  above).  He  didnotkno.v 
whether  that  would  be  of  much  service  to  young  mei 
entering  the  trade,  but  thought  it  would  be  very  useful.  Hi 
knew  several  young  men  who  had  two  or  three  good  Leawngr 
certificates,  and  previous  to  this  recommendation  having 
been  adopted  they  had  to  take  all  the  subjects  again  at 
some  other  examina'ion.  Now  they  would  not.  The 
Leaving  certificates  were  rather  better  in  point  of  quality 
than  some  other  certificates  which  the  Society  accepted,  so 
that  there  would  be  no  deterioration  whatever  in  the  quality 
of  the  examination.  Local  organisation  had  taken  up  con- 
siderable time  of  the  Executive  and  the  General  Purposes 
Committee,  and  Glasgow  and  Aberdeen  had  been  dealt  with 
in  detail,  so  that  the  organisation  under  the  new  scheme 
was  in  these  two  cities  practically  complete.  He  took  that 
opportunity  of  saying  that  a  very  great  deal  of  good  work 
had  been  done  for  the  Society  by  the  local  officers  who  had' 
been  appointed  or  continued  in  office  under  this  scheme. 
He  pointed  out  the  difficulty  there  had  been  in  strictly 
adhering  in  Scotland  to  the  Council's  idea  of  the  local' 
divisional  districts  being  synonymous  with  the  parliamentary 
divisions,  and  the  additional  work  which  the  irregularity  of 
seme  of  the  districts  had  entailed.  He  tiok  that  opportunity 
of  acknowledging,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive,  the  readi- 
ness with  which  the  local  officers  had  responded  to  the  calls 
made  upon  them  for  information  and  assistance.  (Applause  > 
In  view  of  certain  matters  which  were  under  discussion  at 
present,  he  would  refer  to  the  work  of  the  Privy  Council 
Departmental  Committee  on  the  sale  of  poisons,  because 
questions  might  arise  which  would  make  it  very  important 
that  registeied  chemists  throughout  the  country  should  act 
together,  and  he  had  no  doubt  that  in  tim?  this  scheme 
of  local  organisation  would  prove  extremely  useful  should 
emergency  arise.  In  the  event  of  their  wishing  to  get  the 
whole  united  influence  of  the  trade  throughout  the  country 
brought  to  bear  on  Parliament  or  any  other  body,  there  was 
no  doubt  that  the  divisional  secretaries  would  be  found  to 
give  the  assistance  which  their  conduct  so  far  justified  them 
in  expecting.  (Applause.)  The  outstanding  feature,  perhaps, 
of  the  pharmaceutical  year  was  the  scheme  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  degree  in  pharmacy,  which  was  being  worked 
out  very  laboriously  and  ably  by  Mr.  Tocher.  (Applause  ) 
He  referred  to  this  in  detail,  and  passed  on  to  the  subject  of 
the  examinations,  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
number  of  Major  candidates  during  the  year  showed  a  very 
large  increase  oh  previous  years.  They  had  had  eleven 
Major  candidates,  of  whom  eight  passed,  and  for  the 
examination  about  to  begin  five  Major  candidates 
had  entered.  Speaking  of  the  failures  in  the 
Minor  he  said  that  last  year  he  noted  that  there  wa3  a 
gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  passes,  although  the 
increase  was  not  so  large  as  they  would  like  to  see.  The 
percentage  was  nearly  41  this  year,  as  compared  with  40  8 
last  year,  but  40  per  cent,  was  still  a  very  moderate  pass, 
and  he  would  like  to  see  the  passes  at  least  equal  to  the 
fai'ures.  The  division  of  (he  Minor  had  been  discussed  con- 
siderably during  the  year,  and  it  was  gradually  gaining 
support,  not  only  throughout  the  country  but  he  noticed  in 
the  Council  a'so,  and  it  was  just  possible  they  might  have 
the  division  of  the  Minor  at  no  great  distance  of  time.  So 
far  it  had  been  associated  with  the  question  of  a  compulsory 
curriculum.  He  remembered  very  nearly  twenty  years  ago 
taking  part  in  a  debate  in  connection  with  their  Junii  r 
Association,  in  their  old  rooms  in  George  Street,  on  the  sub- 
ject "Is  a  Compulsory  Curriculum  Desirable?"  Oa  that 
orcisionthe  vote  was  distinctly  in  favour  of  it.  They  had 
been  talking  about  it  for  twenty  years,  and  they  were  not  a 
bit  further  forward.  He  thought  if  the  division  of  the  exa- 
mination was  recognised  as  desirable  they  should  not  wait 
for  this  never-coming  compulsory  curriculum,  but  adopt  the 
division  and  take  the  compulsory  curriculum  when  it  came. 
Mr.  Boa  next  referred  to  the  election  of  the  examiners  and 
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the  work  of  the  evening  meetings  of  the  Branch, 
and  spoke  of  the  satisfactory  library  report.  Hi 
next  referred  to  the  membership  of  the  Society  in 
Scotland  as  somewhat  unsatisfactory.  For  the  first 
time  since  he  had  had  anything  to  do  with  making  up  the 
annual  report  he  was  afraid  they  had  to  admit  a  decrease. 
According  to  the  voting-papers  sent  out  they  had  a  deficiency 
of  41.  That  could  not  be  taken  as  an  absolute  figure,  but 
so  far  as  their  means  of  getting  at  it  went  that  represented 
the  shortage.  He  did  not  think  he  could  attempt  to  explain 
it  in  any  way,  bat  there  was  one  thing  he  noticed,  and  that 
was  that  in  the  election  of  the  Council  in  London  there  were 
about  180  voting-papers  fewer  sent  out  this  year  than  last. 
That  showed  a  shortage  not  only  north  but  south  of  the 
Tweed,  but  in  Scotland  they  had  more  than  their  proportion 
according  to  membership.  Some  of  the  shortage  might  be 
accounted  for  by  men  going  across  the  Tweed,  and  when  they 
went  south  they  ceased  to  vote  for  the  North  British  Execu- 
tive. There  was  in  existence  now — this  was  the  second 
year  of  it — an  arrargement  by  which,  instead  of  the  sub- 
scriptions being  collected  by  the  Divisional  Secretaries,  they 
had  to  be  remitted  direct  to  headquarters.  It  seemed  to 
him,  looking  at  the  matter  with  two  years'  experience,  that 
this  was,  perhaps,  a  case  of  over-centralisation.  ("  Hear,  hear," 
and  applause.)  Speaking  about  doctors'  shops,  he  told  the 
meeting  what  the  General  Medical  Council  had  done.  It 
had  been  alleged  that  the  Society  prosecuted  only  assistants 
in  doctors'  shops,  and  not  those  in  the  chemists'  shops. 
There  was  no  foundation  whatever  for  the  statement.  If  a 
complaint  of  an  infringement  was  made  inquiry  followed, 
and  if  the  necessary  evidence  was  forthcoming,  it  did  not 
matter  who  the  unqualified  assistant  was — whether  a 
medical  practitioner's  or  a  chemist's  assistant — he  was 
prosecuted.  He,  nevertheless,  thought  it  would  be  well  for 
them,  before  making  complaints  about  unqualified  assistants 
in  doctors'  shops,  to  see  that  their  own  hands  were  clean. 
Mr.  Boa  regretted  that  Scotland  had  only  one  representative 
on  the  Council,  and  also  that  Mr.  Currie,  Mr.  McAdam,  and 
Mr.  Anderson  Russell  were  retiring  from  the  Executive. 

Election  of  New  Executive. 

The  Assistant-Secretary  then  read  the  report  of  the 
scrutineers  on  the  election  of  the  new  Executive.  It  stated 
that  574  nomination-papers  had  been  issued,  and  as  a  result 
53  members  were  nominated,  but  only  23  accepted.  Of  the 
voting-lists  597  were  issued,  and  251  returned.  Of  the  latter 
2  were  informal,  so  249  were  recorded,  with  the  following 
result : —

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  David  Gilmour,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Rowland,  the  scrutineers  were  thanked,  and  the  Chairman 
declared  that  the  first  eighteen  gentlemen,  with  Mr.  G.  T.  W. 
Newsholme  (President),  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  (Vice-President), 
and  Mr.  David  Storrar  (Kirkcaldy),  ex-offirio  members,  formed 
the  Executive  for  1902-3. 

Dr.  Coull  moved,  and  Mr.  Kerr  seconded,  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  retiring  Executive  and  to  the  Chairman,  which  was 
agreed  to. 


The  Protection  of  Pharmaceutical  Titles. 

Mr.  Lyon  rose  just  as  the  meeting  was  about  to  break  up, 
and  said  that  as  this  was  a  representative  meeting  of  Scot- 
tish pharmacists  he  thought  it  a  suitable  occasion  on  which 
to  raise  a  discussion  about  the  question  of  titles  which  were 
being  used  by  limited  companies. 

The  Chairman  at  this  point  interrupted  Mr.  Lyon  and 
said  he  would  be  quite  pleased  to  hear  what  he  had  to  say, 
but  he  thought  they  should  consider  whether  it  would  not 
be  better  that  any  discussion  on  this  subject  should  betaken 
in  committee. 

The  meeting  agreed  to  hear  Mr.  Lyon  in  private.  On 
resuming,  Mr.  Lyon  moved,  and  Mr.  C.  F.  Henry"  seconded, 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted 
and  ordered  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Council  : — 

That  this  meeting  of  members  of  the  Society  resident,  in  Scot- 
land, being  cf  opinion  that  circumstances  do  not  warrant  them  in 
expecting  in  the  immediate  future  legislative  enaclments  of  a 
suitable  kind,  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Council  that  it  bring  an 
action  for  interdict  against  the  shareholders  of  a  limited  com- 
pany which  habitually  uses  the  title  "chemist  and  druggist  "  in 
connection  with  its  trade  name. 

This  was  all  the  business.

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Trade  Law. 

Distraint  Following  Wotice  to  Quit  neutralises  the 
latter.  This  was  neatly  shown  on  June  28  by  Mr.  Paul  Taylor 
sitting  in  the  Southwark  Police  Court.  The  son-in-law  of  the 
occupier  of  a  house  in  Westminster  Bridge  Road,  on  the  route  of 
the  Coronation  procession,  said  that  the  landlord  suggested  terms 
with  regard  to  the  letting  of  seats  which  were  not  agreed  to,  and 
on  June  7  the  landlord  served  them  with  notice  to  give  up 
possession.  They  at  once  tendered  the  rent  due  to  the  previous 
Saturday,  but  this  was  refused.  Subsequently  two  other  notices 
were  served,  the  last  expiring  on  June  16.  They,  however,  paid 
no  attention  to  them,  and  on  June  19  the  landlord  put  in  a  distress 
for  rent  up  to  date.  Mr.  Taylor  said  that,  by  levying  a  distress 
for  the  rent  covering  the  period  of  the  notices,  the  landlord  was 
treating  them  as  tenants,  and  had  consequently  waived  his 
notices.  The  landlord  has  thus  to  give  the  tenants  fresh  notice, 
which  will  carry  them  over  the  Coronation  procession  day. 


High  Court  Cases. 

About  Kodak  and  other  Films. 

Jn  the  Chancery  Division  on  June  20,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Farwell,  Mr.  Kerly  mentioned  a  motion  in  the  matter  of 
Kodak  (Limited)  v.  the  London  Stereoscopic  Company. 

Mr.  Upjohn,  K.C.,  for  the  defendants,  said  he  must  ask  for 
this  motion  to  stand  over  as  no  fewer  than  ten  affidavits  had 
been  sent  to  his  clients  the  previous  night,  and  he  had  not 
had  time  to  examine  them.  He  might  say  that  from  what  he 
had  seen  of  the  evidence  apart  from  the  affidavits  it  seemed 
clearly  a  case  in  which  there  was  a  dispute  which  could  not 
well  be  disposed  of  on  motion.  Kodak  (Limited)  had  brought 
a  number  of  actions  against  different  people  in  the  various 
branches  of  the  Chancery  Division,  and  he  should  have 
thought  it  would  be  better  that  the  motions  should  stand 
over  until  one  against  Messrs.  George  Houghton  &  Sons  had 
been  decided. 

Mr.  Kerly  dissented  from  the  proposition  that  the  motions 
should  stand  over  until  the  motion  mentioned  by  his  learned 
friend  had  been  decided. 

Mr.  Upjohn  said  the  issues  were  substantially  the  same  in 
all  of  them.  An  injunction  was  sought  for  to  restrain  the 
use  of  the  name  Kodak  and  other  names  registered  by  the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell :  Is  there  any  likelihood  of  the  hearing 
in  the  other  motion  coming  on  soon  ? 

Mr.  Kerly  replied  that  the  matter  stood  in  this  way.  There 
were  certain  dealers  who  asserted  a  right  to  sell  films  under 
the  plaintiffs'  registered  names,  and  as  soon  as  they  heard  of 
it  the  plaintiffs  commenced  proceedings.  There  were  certain 
big  dealers  against  whom  they  had  already  moved,  and 
Messrs.  Houghton  and  the  London  Stereoscopic  Company 
were  two  of  them.  It  was  not  a  fact  that  it  had  been  agreed 
that  other  motions  should  stand  over  pending  the  motion 
against  Messrs.  Houghton  being  heard. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  observed  that  the  London  Stereoscopic 
Company  were  a  well-known  firm,  and  there  was  ample 
security  as  against  them. 

Mr.  Kerly  said  it  was  a  serious  matter  for  the  plaintiffs,  as 

hat  happened  was  this :  When  a  customer  came  in  and 
.isked  for  the  plaintiffs'  films  he  was  served  with  somebody 
else's.  "Kodak"  and  other  names  were  registered  trade- 
marks of  the  plaintiffs,  so  it  was  not  merely  a  case  of  passiDg 
off. 

Mr.  Upjohn :  It  is  said  that  these  words  simply  relate  to 
sizes. 

Mr.  Kerly  Whether  that  be  so  or  not,  what  does  it 
matter  ? 

His  Lordship  :  I  cannot  say. 

Mr.  Upjohn  :  I  had  ten  affidavits  last  night. 

Mr.  Kerly :  My  friend  is  a  little  led  away  by  the  quantity 
of  paper  he  has  seen. 

His  Lordship :  You  had  better  let  the  motion  stand  over. 

Mr.  Kerly  said  he  was  instructed  that  the  defendants  had 
the  affidavits  at  midday  on  Thursday. 

Mr.  Upjohn:  It  was  4.30  in  the  afternoon,  and  as  to 
quantity  and  number  my  learned  friend  Mr.  Waggett  counted 
them.  (Laughter.) 


Mr.  Kerly  was  afraid  there  was  something  behind  it. 

His  Lordship :  Why  cannot  you  have  all  these  motions 
transferred  to  one  Judge?  Who  is  the  Judge  before  whom 
the  motion  against  Messrs.  Houghton  comes  ? 

Mr.  Kerly  said  it  was  Mr.  Justice  Buckley. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  said  he  would  direct  the  motion  to 
stand  over  until  Tuesday  next,  and  in  the  meantime  he 
would  see  what  could  be  done. 

Kodak  (Limited)  and  Income-tax. 

Before  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore,  sitting  to  try  Revenue  cases 
in  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  June  19,  the  case  of  Kodak 
(Limited)  v.  Clark,  Surveyor  of  Taxes,  was  argued.  Mr. 
Danckwerts,  K.C.,  appeared  for  the  appellants,  Kodak 
(Limited),  and  Sir  R.  Finlay,  K.C.,  Attorney-General,  and 
Sir  Ed.  Carson,  K.O.,  Solicitor-General,  represented  the 
Revenue  authorities.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners 
under  the  Income-tax  Acts  for  the  division  of  Finsbury  held 
on  March  13,  1901,  Kodak  (Limited)  appealed  against  an 
assessment  which  had  been  made  on  its  profits  of  140, 0C0/. 
for  the  period  which  had  expired  from  the  formation  of  the 
company  on  November  21,  1898,  to  April  15,  1899,  and  also 
in  respect  of  365,515/.  for  the  year  ending  April  5,  1900, 
under  Schedule  D  of  the  Income-tax  Acts.  The  company,  it 
was  stated  by  Mr.  Danckwerts,  was  formed  with  a  capital  of 
1,600,000/.  in  1/.  shares,  and  its  registered  office  was  at 
43  Clerkenwell  Road,  E.C.,  but  its  business  was  to  a  great 
extent  carried  on  at  Rochester,  New  York  State,  under  the 
style  of  the  Eastman  Kodak  Company.  The  Surveyor  of 
Taxes  had  maintained  that,  the  company  having  its 
registered  offices  in  England,  where  the  directors  met  and 
transacted  business,  it  was  liable  for  assessment  on  the 
profits  made  in  America,  especially  as  the  English  company 
controlled  the  American  company.  The  question  for  the 
Court  to  decide  was  whether  on  the  facts  there  was  any 
evidence  to  justify  the  assessment  of  the  company  for  all 
profits  under  Schedule  D.  After  hearing  counsel  on  both 
sides  at  considerable  length  his  Lordship  said  there  must  be 
judgment  for  the  appellants,  and  the  case  must  be  remitted 
to  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue  with  an  instruction 
directing  them  that  there  was  no  legal  evidence  on  which 
they  could  hold  that  the  American  company  was  controlled 
from  England,  or  that  the  profits  were  brought  here.  The 
American  company  was  only  the  agent  for  the  English  com- 
pany.   Judgment  for  the  appellants  accordingly,  with  costs. 

Sale  of  a  Pharmacy. 

On  June  19,  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court, 
Dublin,  the  Vice-Chancellor  (Mr.  Justice  Chatterton)  had 
before  him  an  action  by  Mr.  Maclaughlin  against  Mr. 
Taaffe  to  compel  specific  performance  of  an  agreement  to 
purchase  certain  house  property  and  defendant's  chemist's 
business  in  the  city  of  Derry.  The  action  had  been  listed 
for  trial  on  February  28  last.  On  February  25  the  de- 
fendant tendered  a  consent  for  judgment  to  the  plaintiff's 
solicitor,  which  consent  was  afterwards  used  in  obtaining  a 
judgment  for  specific  performance.  In  the  judgment  there 
had  been  a  direction  for  an  inquiry  (in  case  the  defendant 
showed  good  title  to  the  premises)  as  to  the  damages  the 
plaintiff  had  sustained  by  the  delay  of  the  defendant  in 
carrying  out  the  agreement. 

Mr.  Wylie,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  A.  Todd,  for  the  defendant,  now 
moved  for  a  stay  of  the  order  so  far  as  regarded  the  inquiry 
as  to  damages,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  obtained  by 
mistake  and  against  good  faith,  and  should  not  be  proceeded 
with. 

Mr.  Matheson,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiff,  said  that  the  case 
had  been  heard,  and  there  was  no  evidence  of  a  consent 
having  been  accepted  by  the  plaintiff;  that  counsel  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant  was  in  court  when  the  inquiry  was 
asked  for  and  obtained  ;  and  hence  that  the  motion  now 
made  should  not  be  granted. 

Mr.  Todd,  B.L.,  replied  on  behalf  of  the  defendant,  atd 
the  Vice-Chancellor  granted  the  application  and  stayed  the 
inquiry. 

"  Delightfully  Soothing." 

The  Xing  v.  M.  Sharp,  Esq.,  and  ethers,  Justices,  dc,  and 
Sanguinetti. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Monday,  June  23,  before  a 
Divisional  Court  consisting  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  Mr. 
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Justice  Darling,  and  Mr.  Justice  Channell,  the  Solicitor- 
General  appeared  to  show  cause  why  the  Justices  of  Brent- 
ford should  state  a  case  under  the  following  circumstances. 
It  appeared  from  the  affidavit  of  Montague  Sharp  and  two 
other  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  Brentford  that  on  March  24 
they  heard  and  determined  an  information  laid  against 
Francis  John  Sanguinetti,  chemist,  of  Ealing,  alleging  that 
he  sold  unstamped  a  certain  box  of  gum  pastilles  contrary  to 
the  Medicine-stamp  Act,  52  George  lit,  c.  150.  The  box  was 
labelled: — 

F.  Sanguinetti,  Chemist,  Ealing,  W. 

Pure  Gum  Pastilles, 

Influenza. 

Delightfully  soothing 
To  Singers  and  Public  Speakers. 

Must  be  kept  in  a  coo  place. 

After  hearing  both  sides  the  Justices  found  that  the  words 
on  the  label  did  not,  in  fact,  hold  out  or  recommend  to  the 
public  any  nostrum,  proprietary  medicine,  or  specific,  or  that 
the  pastilles  were  beneficial  for  the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief 
oi  any  distemper  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act,  and  they 
accordingly  dismissed  the  information.  An  application 
being  made  to  them  for  a  case  to  be  stated,  the  Justices  were 
of  opinion  that  no  point  of  law  was  involved,  and  they 
dismissed  the  application  as  frivolous.  The  Solicitor- 
General  contended  that  the  Attorney-General,  on  whose 
behalf  he  appeared,  had  a  right  to  have  a  case  stated  if  he 
applied  for  one. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  that  the  rule  nisi  to  state  a 
case  which  had  been  obtained  must  be  made  absolute. 

The  other  Judges  concurred. 


Association  Rules  and  Outsiders. 

In  Selkirk  Small-debt  Court  on  June  20,  Sheriff  Smith  heard 
an  action  in  which  the  Border  and  South-East  of  Scot- 
land Aerated-water  Manufacturers'  Protection  Association 
(Limited)  sued  George  D.  Stevenson,  aerated-water  manu- 
facturer, Galashiels,  for  21.  12s.  10d.,  being  dues  on  certain 
bottles  removed  by  Mr.  Stevenson  from  the  pursuers'  bottle- 
exchange  at  Maxton.  Mr.  Hilson,  solicitor,  who  appeared 
for  the  pursuers,  explained  that  the  point  in  dispute  was 
whether  certain  by-laws  made  by  the  pursuers  for  the  con- 
duct of  their  bottle-exchange  were  binding  on  manufac- 
turers who  were  not  members  of  the  Association.  In  view 
of  the  importance  of  the  question,  he  moved  the  Sheriff  to 
order  written  pleadings,  on  which  the  question  at  issue 
might  be  debated.  Mr.  Norman  Macpherson,  Edinburgh, 
on  behalf  of  the  defender,  opposed  the  motion,  and  asked 
the  Sheriff  to  dismiss  the  summons.  He  argued  that  the 
claim  was  irrelevant,  and  that,  in  order  to  be  binding  on  the 
general  public,  by-laws  must  be  made  in  pursuance  of  some 
delegated  authority,  or  must  be  sanctioned  by  a  contract 
between  the  persons  making  them  and  the  persons  sought  to 
be  affected  by  them.  This  was  simply  a  case  of  an  associa- 
tion legislating  for  outsiders.  The  Sheriff  refused  the 
pursuers'  motion,  and  Mr.  Hilson  withdrew  the  summons. 


County  Court  Cases. 

No  Immediate  Possession. 
At  the  Southwark  County  Court  on  June  23,  Mr.  Frederick 
Shaw,  wholesale  chemist,  of  Bunhill  Row,  E.C.,  applied  for 
possession  of  a  shop  and  premises  at  99  Alscot  Road, 
Bermondsey,  S.E.,  let  under  an  agreement  to  an  upholsterer 
named  Seex.  It  was  stated  for  the  plaintiff  that  three 
quarters'  rent  was  due  and  in  arrear,  and  there  was  not 
sufficient  distress  to  cover  the  amount.  The  defendant  had 
left  the  premises,  and  the  plaintiff  asked  for  an  order 
entitling  him  to  enter  and  take  possession.  Judge  Addison, 
K.C.,  said  he  could  only  make  an  order  for  possession  in  one 
month  provided  the  defendant  did  not  pay  all  the  arrears  of 
rent  by  then.  The  statute  said  very  plainly  that  a  tenant 
was  entitled  to  four  weeks  in  which  to  pay  up  arrears.  In  a 
case  of  this  kind,  however,  where  the  premises  had  been 
left  empty,  such  a  clause  was  a  defect  in  the  Act.  Order 
accordingly. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Sweet  Spirit  op  Nitre. 

At  the  Haltwhistle  Petty  Sessions  on  June  19,  Thos.  Nixon, 
grocer,  Longbyre,  was  summoned  for  selling  4  oz.  of  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre,  which  was  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite  to  the 
extent  of  42  8  per  cent.  Defendant  said  he  had  had  the 
spirit  in  his  shop  for  twelve  months,  and  it  had  been  exposed 
to  the  sun  in  the  shop-window,  He  was  fined  2s.  6d.,  and 
costs. 

Mustard. 

At  Bow  Street  on  June  20,  Stephen  Henry  May,  general 
shopkeeper,  of  4  York  Place,  Buckingham  Street,  W.C.,  was 
fined  3?.,  and  12.v.  Gd.  costs,  for  selling  mustard  containing 
47  per  cent,  of  wheat-flour  coloured  with  turmeric. 


Bankruptcy  IReport. 


Be  Frank  Haeold  Bromfield,  trading  as  a  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist at  Blaenavon,  Mon. — Debtor  attended  for  his  public  exa- 
mination at  Tredegar  Bankruptcy  Court  on  June  20.  Replying 
to  Mr.  W.  L.  Daniel,  the  Official  Receiver,  he  said  he  commenced 
business  in  1895  with  a  capital  of  100?. — money  given  him  by 
his  father-in-law.  He  had  carried  on  a  mixed  business.  He 
had  been  registered  as  a  chemist  before  the  present  Act  came  into 
operation.  He  had  kept  a  ledger  and  a  day-book  in  connection 
with  his  business.  He  had  not  kept  an  invoice-ledger;  he  merely 
preserved  the  invoices.  He  had  made  a  record  of  the  daily  cash- 
takings,  but  he  had  not  made  a  note  of  payments,  relying  on  his 
bank-book  for  these  latter.  The  Official  Receiver  :  Am  I  to  assume 
that  you  did  not  pay  any  money  except  by  cheque  ?  Debtor  said 
that  he  did  make  certain  payments  by  cash,  and  admitted  that, 
consequently,  this  would  afford  no  definite  information  as  to  his 
financial  position.  The  daily-takings  book  was  made  up  every 
night.  In  consequence  of  his  not  having  kept  a  proper  set  of 
books,  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  him  to  make  out  a 
balance-sheet  or  a  profit-and-loss  account.  He  had  not  taken 
stock  during  the  six  years  he  had  been  in  business.  He  had  dis- 
covered three  years  ago  that  he  was  insolvent,  but  continued 
trading,  thinking  business  would  improve.  He  attributed  his 
failure  solely  to  bad  trade,  owing  to  the  stoppage  of  work  at  a 
local  colliery  and  at  the  iron  and  steel  works  during  the  last  two 
years.  His  liabilite3  exceeded  his  assets  twelve  months  ago  by 
84?.,  whilst  he  calculated  he  had  lost  100/.  on  the  year's  trading, 
in  addition  to  120/.  lost  through  the  strike.  Eventually  the  exa- 
mination was  concluded,  subject  to  the  usual  conditions.

The  Poisons  Committee. 

Tae  f  jllotfiug  c  imarinication  has  been  sent  to  mi,  and  I 
give  it  without  c 3m merit,  knowing  that  it  will  interest  your 
readers : — 

The  Committee  which  has  been  sitting  for  some  time  past,  under 
the  chairmanship  of  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell,  to  consider  the 
amendment  of  the  first  schedule  annexed  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1868,  has  now  completed  the  taking  of  evidence,  and  after  the 
Coronation-holidays  will  proceed  at  once  to  the  consideration  of 
its  report.  It  may  be  recollected  that  the  Act  of  1863  related  to 
the  qualifications  necessary  for  chemists  and  the  sale  of  poisons. 
Some  time  ago  it  was  discovered  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
that  it  was  perfectly  possible  for  an  unqualified  man  tj  evade 
the  Act  by  converting  his  business  into  a  limited  liability  com- 
pany. Under  the  circumstances  the  Society  were  anxious  t:> 
amend  the  existing  laws  in  such  a  manner  that  the  whole  of  the 
chemists'  shops  throughout  the  Kingdom  must  be  registered  and 
the  persons  in  charge  thereof  duly  qualified  chemists.  In  the 
case  of  a  company  it  was  also  urged  that  even  the  directors  them- 
selves should  be  required  to  qualify  as  chemists.  Since  the  con- 
clusion of  the  hearing  of  evidence  an  admirable  precis  of  the 
statements  of  the  various  witnesses  has  been  furnished  to  every 
member  of  the  Committee,  and  when  the  Committee  meets  at  the 
close  of  the  Coronation  festivities,  it  is  expected  that  the  Chiir- 
man  will  be  in  a  position  to  submit  his  draft-report  to  his 
colleagues.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  report  m  ly  be 
presented  to  Parliament  before  the  close  of  the  year,  but  in  any 
case  there  is  no  possibility  of  legislative  effect  being  given  to  it 
unt;l  the  Session  of  1903. 

Midwives  Bill  Criticised. 

When  the  Midwives  Bill  came  on  for  second  reading  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  Friday,  a  strong  speech  against  it 
was  made  by  the  Lord  Chancellor.  The  noble  lord  said  he 
refrained  from  moving  the  rejection  of  the  measure,  because 
there  are  some  good  points  in  it;  bat  his  main  line  of 
objection  was  that  provision  has  not  been  made  for  rural 
distiicts,  where  it  is  difficult  for  poor  people  t)  get  the 
services  of  trained  midwives,  and  where  these  poor  people 
are  content  with  the  assistance  of  some  neighbour,  who  not 
only  attends  the  mother  in  childbirth,  but  looks  after  the 
ordinary  domestic'ofEces  of  the  household.  Eventually  the 
Bill  was  read  a  second  time,  but  in  committee  (to  be  taken 
on  July  4)  a  determined  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  con- 
siderable amendments. 

The  Licensing  Bill. 

Mr.  Alban  Gibbs  is  to  propose  an  amendment  on  the 
Licensing  Bill  with  reference  to  the  sale  of  mineral  waters, 
and  the  question  has  arisen  whether  it  will  touch  chemists 
and  what  will  be  its  effect.  The  amendment  is  on  Clause  9, 
which  stipulates  that,  notwithstanding  anything  contained 
in  Section  73  of  the  Licensing  Act,  1872,  a  justice's  licence 
shall  be  required  in  the  case  of  every  Excise  licence  under 
which  intoxicating  liquor  may  be  sold  by  retail  to  be  con- 
sumed off  the  premises,  "  provided  that  this  subsection  shall 
not  apply  to  any  Excise  licence  taken  out  by  a  spirit-dealer 
or  wine-dealer  for  premises  which  are  exclusively  used  for 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  which  have  no  internal 
communication  with  the  premises  of  any  person  who  is 
carrying  on  any  other  trade  or  business."  Mr.  Gibbs's 
amendment  is  to  insert  in  this  proviso,  after  the  words 
"  intoxicating  liquors,"  the  words  "  or  of  intoxicating  liquors 
and  mineral  waters."  Upon  the  face  of  it,  this  does  not 
appear  to  have  anything  to  do  with  chemists,  and  this  view 
is  borne  out  by  Mr.  Gibbs  himself,  who  has  favoured  me 
with  the  following  note: — 

My  amendment,  as  I  understand  it,  is  confined  to  allowing 
wine-merchants  to  sell  mineral  waters  without  coming  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Licensing  Bill.  It  in  no  way  affects  anyone  who 
does  not  sell  alcoholic  liquors. 

Mr.  Herbert  Lewis  and  Mr.  Cripps  have  amendments 
on  the  paper  dealing  with  the  same  clause.  Mr.  Lewis  wants 
to  provide  that  the  Licensing  Justices  shall  be  at  liberty  in 
their  free  and  unqualified  discretion  to  refuse  a  licence  for 
the  sale  of  beer,  cider,  or  wine  by  retail  to  be  consumed  on 


the  premises,  although  such  premises  were  licensed  on  May  1, 
1869,  on  any  grounds  appearing  to  them  sufficient;  while, 
on  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Cripps  will  seek  to  provide  "  that 
where  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  wine,  spirits,  liqueurs,  sweets, 
or  cider,  not  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises,  is  in  force  at 
the  commencement  of  this  Act,  an  application  for  the 
renewal  of  such  licence,  or  of  any  licence  granted  by  way 
of  renewal  thereof  from  time  to  time  (whether  held  by  the 
same  person  or  not),  shall  not  be  refused  except  on  one  or 
more  of  the  grounds  on  which  it  might  have  been  refused  if 
this  Act  had  not  passed."  If  the  latter  is  not  carried 
chemists  who  at  present  have  wine-licences  may  get  them 
taken  away  from  them. 

Laboratory  Chemist's  Curious  Appointment. 

Mr.  Harris  has  discovered  that  a  third-class  Surveyor  of 
Customs  (late  a  laboratory  chemist)  has  been  appointed 
Superintendent  of  Mercantile  Marine,  Receiver  of  Wrecks, 
Registrar  to  the  Royal  Naval  Reserve,  Registrar  of  Shipping, 
and  Collector  of  Customs  at  Middlesborough.  I  have  endea- 
voured to  ascertain  the  name  of  the  lucky  individual,  but 
Mr.  Harris  prefers  not  to  give  names.  He  tells  me,  however, 
that  he  has  learnt  that  the  Board  of  Customs  have  satisfied 
themselves  that  the  gentleman  referred  to  is  competent  in 
respect  of  ability,  knowledge,  and  experience  to  fill  the  pjst, 
and  that  under  these  circumstances  the  Board  of  Trade  does 
not  feel  justified  in  withholding  its  sanction  to  the  appoint- 
ment. 

The  Naming  of  Kew  Plants. 

Mr.  Akers-Douglas,  answering  Mr.  Cremer  and  Mr.  Bryce, 
on  Monday,  said  he  would  be  pleased  to  consider  the  sugges- 
tion as  to  labelling  flowers,  shrubs,  and  trees  in  Kew  Gardens, 
both  in  Latin  and  English,  and  he  had  asked  for  the  observa- 
tions of  the  Director  of  Kew  Gardens.  He  had  no  objection 
to  calling  the  attention  of  the  trustees  of  the  British  Museum 
to  the  question,  although  he  had  no  authority  over  the 
management  of  that  institution.

The  Factory  and  WorJiihnj?  Act,  1901.  By  WILLIAM3  and 
Musgrave.    8i-x5|.    Pp.196.    Alan  Stuart.    3*.  6d. 

There  are  few  departments  of  law  more  complicated  than 
that  which  covers  industrial  pursuits,  but  this  book  presents 
an  excellent  codiScation,  and  will  doubtless  save  a  great  deal 
of  friction  between  inspectors  and  employers  and  emplojes. 
The  commentary  by  Messrs.  Willoughby  Williams  and 
C.  E.  Musgrave  will  be  found  serviceable  for  employers.  In 
the  first  part  the  effect  of  the  Act  is  dealt  with  so  far  as  it 
concerns  factories  and  workshops.  Here  rules  in  regard  to 
the  employment  of  children  and  women  are  fully  dealt  with. 
In  Part  II.  the  changes  in  the  law  are  epitomised.  The  third 
part  is  a  parliamentary  history  of  the  Act,  and  it  is  followed 
by  the  text  of  the  Act  with  notes,  and  an  appendix  in  which 
are  given  orders  and  special  rules. 

Elementary  Bandaging  and  Surgical  Dressing.  By  the  la(e 
Walter  Pye,  F.  it  C.S.  Ninth  edition  revised  by  Thos. 
Carwardine,  M.S ,  F.ROS.  Pp.  214.  Bristol:  John 
Wright  &  Co.  2s. 

This  little  handbook,  already  well  known,  has  been  divided 
into  three  parts,  Part  I.  dealing  very  fully  with  bandages  and 
splint?.  The  book  teems  with  useful  and  instructive  illus- 
trations as  to  their  mode  of  application  and  uses.  Part  IE. 
deals  with  sutures,  poultice-making  (a  thing  about  which  the 
young  medical  man  is  usually  ignorant),  cupping  (which 
although  but  little  used  nowadays  is  sometimes  found 
beneficial),  and  a  few  very  useful  hints  on  the  prevention 
and  management  of  bed-sores.  Part  III.  deals  with  "first- 
aid"  treatment  of  fractures,  haemorrhage,  shock,  fits,  and 
treatment  of  concussion,  apoplexy,  and  infantile  convulsions, 
and  diagnosis.  Restoration  from  drowning  by  "Sylvester's," 
"  Marshall  Hall's,"  and  "  Howard's "  methods  are  clearly 
explained.  The  treatment  of  poisoning-cases  is  carefully 
gone  into.  The  book  concludes  with  a  few  hints  on  case- 
taking,  which,  however,  will  probably  appeal  only  to  a  few, 
as  every  student  follows  more  or  less  the  particular  method 
taught  at  his  own  hospital.

Glasgow  Trade  Association. 

SiE, — Now  that  the  Glasgow  Trade  Association  circulars 
are  published  there  can  be  no  harm  in  making  remarks  on 
them.  It  will  bs  seen  that  the  whole  position  is  changed  by 
the  effort  being  made  by  the  executive  of  the  Association  to 
bring  the  whole  weight  of  chemists  throughout  the  country 
to  bear  on  patent-medicine  manufacturers,  in  place  of  merely 
approaching  them  on  behalf  of  the  chemists  in  a  circum- 
scribed area  like  Glasgow  or  the  West  of  Scotland,  as  was 
originally  intended.  The  original  position  was  absolutely 
hopeless,  as  it  is  quite  impossible  for  patent-manufacturers 
to  safeguard  any  special  area,  no  matter  how  willing  they 
might  be  to  do  so,  but  the  new  position  is  full  of  hope  if 
chemists  throughout  the  country  will  unite  heartily  in 
backing  up  the  Glasgow  Trade  Association,  As  long  as  it  is 
possible  for  so-called  drug-stores  to  cut,  we  chemists  must 
cut,  and  I  maintain  we  are  now  in  a  better  position  to  cut 
than  they  are  ;  but  we  are  all,  chemists,  manufacturers,  and,  I 
believe,  some  stores'-men  too,  sick  of  the  present  absurd  and 
unbusiness-like  system  of  selling  goods  either  without  profit 
or  at  a  loss.  If  we  are  all  practically  agreed,  it  should  not  bs 
difficult  for  us  to  come  to  an  understanding.  Chemists  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  must,  however,  back  the  effort  up 
heartily.  Although  the  smaller  stores  will  probably  fall  in 
with  more  or  less  willingness,  the  larger  stores  will  still  fight 
for  a  position  which,  bad  as  it  may  b3,  is  the  best  they  can 
get  from  which  to  carry  on  their  war  on  legitimate  chemists. 
In  approaching  patent-medicine  makers  there  is  no  necessity 
for  the  Glasgow  Executive  to  use  the  word  "  humble."  The 
system  of  keen  cutting  has  injured  them  quite  as  much  as  it 
has  injured  us,  and  although  I  do  not  consider  that  the  man 
who  succeeds  in  floating  a  so-called  patent  must  be  a  very 
good  business-man,  I  have  no  doubt  they  all  see  far  enough 
to  enable  them  to  grasp  the  fact  that  a  fair  profit  on  their 
articles  would  result  in  a  larger  support  by  the  retail 
chemist.  The  Conference  between  them  and  chemists  will 
be  of  mutual  benefit,  and  all  that  we  want  on  either  side  is 
a  friendly  feeling.  I  expect  large  results  from  this  Confer- 
ance,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  arrange  it  at  a  date 
not  distant.  It  will  be  well,  too,  if  we  can  include  in  it  the 
makers  of  many  special  articles  which  do  not  fall  under  the 
head  of  patents.  It  is  too  soon  to  speak  of  the  work  of  such 
a  Conference,  but  no  doubt  a  committee  will  be  formed 
composed  of  manufacturers,  chemists,  and  stores'-men,  for  the 
purpose  of  arranging  the  lines  on  which  action  can  be  taken, 
and  seeing  those  lines  properly  pursued.  There  are  several 
methods  which  might  be  adopted  with  effect  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  insane  cutting  which  is  universal  just  now,  but  there  is 
no  method  which  can  apply  to  less  than  the  whole  country.

Mr.  Malins  informs  us  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  expedite 
this  matter  of  appeal.  We  therefore  suggest  that  all 
chemists  and  druggists  who  consider  their  rights  to  be 
infringed  by  the  Cardiff  Magistrate's  decision  in  his  case, 
and  who  are  desirous  to  aid  in  carrying  it  to  a  higher 
tribunal,  should  intimate  their  subscriptions  without  further 
delay.    The  refusal  of  the  Magistrate  to  state  a  case  throws 


the  appeal  into  the  most  expensive  category,  so  that  the 
subscriptions  promised  up  to  the  present  will  scarcely  do 
more  than  pay  for  the  application  for  a  mandamus.  Without 
desiring  to  force  opinion  on  the  matter  one  way  or  other  we 
would  suggest  that  the  additional  responses  by  next  week 
should  determine  whether  the  matter  be  carried  further  or 
not. 

Press  Prescribing. 

Sir, — Your  remarks  concerning  the  above  are  opportune, 
inasmuch  as  they  will  serve  to  put  chemists  on  their  guard 
to  notice  dose,  &c,  when  making  up  such  recipes.  It  is  a 
chemist's  mission  to  see  that  his  customers  take  the  right 
thing  and  the  right  dose,  and  my  experience  is  that  a 
customer  bringing  such  a  prescription  is  more  ready  to  listen 
to  reason  than  one  coming  in  for  a  patent  medicine.  Every 
one  is  out  of  sorts  at  times,  and  naturally  he  will  then  look  over 
any  matter  dealing  with  drugs  in  the  newspaper  or  journal  he 
may  pick  up,  and  it  is  far  better  for  the  chemist  and  himself 
if  he  notices  the  medical  column  and  leaves  quack  advertise- 
ments to  themselves.  I  like  a  customer  who  has  a  smattering 
of  medical  knowledge — -he  is  always  on  the  look-out  for 
more,  and  a  chemist  with  anything  about  him  is  a  valued 
friend  to  that  man,  and  the  man  is  never  tired  of  recommend- 
ing the  chemist  to  his  acquaintances.  It  is  for  the  above 
reason  that  I  protest  against  too  much  water  being  thrown 
on  these  "Press  Prescriptions"  and  such-like  reading,  as  I 
believe,  with  the  chemist's  guidance,  they  are  good  for  the 
customer.

Ungentlemanly  Chemists. 

Sir, — If  I  remember  rightly,  I  have  read  in  these  columns 
communications  from  chemists  complaining  of  the  unsatis- 
factory manner  in  which  assistants  apply  for  vacancies,  how 
they  fail  to  give  full  particulars  in  first  letter,  and  by  these 
omissions  undoubtedly  cause  much  inconvenience.  But  are 
employers  themselves  the  perfect  beings  they  would  have 
assistants  believe  them  to  be?  I  have  overwhelming 
evidence  to  prove  that  many  are,  to  say  the  least,  rude  and 
unbusinesslike.  Many  are  most  dilatory  in  corresponding 
with  applicants,  and  what  is  one  to  think  of  those  chemists 
who  retain  copies  of  testimonials — never  return  them  when 
a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  has  been  enclosed  ?  One 
would  have  thought  it  incredible  that  a  chemist  could 
treat  with  silent  contempt  an  offer  of  a  personal  interview 
at  applicant's  own  expense,  yet  this  has  been  my  experience 
quite  recently,  and  can  only  be  equalled  by  another  instance 
when  I  forwarded  a  reply-paid  telegram  to  a  pharmacist 
many  months  ago,  and  am  still  awaiting  his  reply.  These  are 
hard  facts,  and  I  have  consulted  my  solicitors  in  the  matter. 
In  the  interests  of  assistants  at  large  I  shall  certainly  take 
proceedings  against  the  next  employer  who  thinks  fit  to 
retain  my  testimonials  and  reply-paid  telegrams — property 
which  is  not  his.       Yours  faithfully,

Garlic  for  Consumption. 
Sir,— The  promise  held  out  of  a  remedy  for  this  scourge  of 
humanity  will  doubtless  be  hailed  with  joy  by  very  many 
sull'erers,  and  if  so  simple  an  agent  is  proved  to  be  efficacious 
it  would  entitle  the  discover  to  the  highest  dignity  of  medical 
art.  We  read  the  Israelites  "  murmured  when  they  thought, 
of  the  leeks,  and  the  onions,  and  the  fleshpotsof  Egypt,"  and 
if  the  modern  Hebrew  race  indulge  freely  in  these  alliaceous 
plants  it  may  account  for  their  freedom  from  phthisis.  But 
garlic,  although  extensively  used  in  cookery  on  the  Con- 
tinent, is  not  a  favourite  with  us.  I  fear,  however,  it  would 
be  impossible  to  obtain  the  active  principle  of  the  onion  in  a 
tasteless  form  ;  but  one  thing  I  can  state  positively — that  the 
vile  eructations  of  onions  are  completely  subdued  by  the 
addition  of  parsley,  and  would  respectfully  suggest  a  care- 
fully prepared  extract  of  this  useful  culinary  to  be  exhibited 
in  conjunction  with  the  objectionable  garlic.

PHARMACY  ACTS  (IRELAND). 

The  Widow's  Clause. 

In  the  Southern  Police  Court  on  June  20,  Mr.  Stviftegave 
judgment  in  the  summons  brought  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  against  Mrs.  Josephine  Preston  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  McDermott  (see  C.  &  B.,  June  21,  page  962)  for 
having,  under  the  title  of  Bowers  &  Co.,  at  164  Great  Bruns- 
wick Street,  kept  open  shop  for  compounding  medical  prescrip- 
tions, and  did  compound  medical  prescriptions,  they  not  being 
properly  qualified*  in  that  behalf.  In  the  course  of  his 
judgment  Mr.  Swifte  re\iewed  the  law  bearing  on  the 
subject,  and  held  in  favour  of  the  contention  advanced  on 
behalf  of  the  defendants  that  executors  and  administrators 
are  empowered  to  carry  on  such  a  business  after  the  death  of 
the  original  owner  without  any  limit  as  to  time  being  imposed 
upon  them  the  expiration  of  which  would  change  a  lawful 
act  into  an  unlawful  one.  In  the  Licensing  Acts  there  is  a 
specific  time-limit  governing  similar  cases,  but  in  the 
Pharmacy  Act  the  section  relied  upon  does  not  specify  any 
time.  He  would  therefore  dismiss  the  summons,  and  as  the 
case  was  a  test  one,  he  would  say  nothing  as  to  costs. 


The  Templar  Malins  Prosecution  establishes  a  very  valuable 
precedent,  and  should  serve  as  a  warning  to  those  who  endeavour 
to  take  advantage  of  the  deficiencies  of  the  Dentists  Act  by 
advertising  themselves  as  expeits  in  dentistry,  though  at  the 
same  time  avoiding  the  use  of  the  word  "  dentist  "  or  its  equiva- 
lents. The  defendant  evidently  considered  that  by  the  use  of  the 
description  "  chemist "  he  could  effectually  escape  from  the  charge 
of  advertising  himself  as  a  person  specially  qualified  to  practise 
dentistry.  Clause  3  of  the  Act,  however,  distinctly  says  that  "  a 
person  shall  not  be  entitled  to  take  or  use  the  name  or  title  of 
'  dentist '  (either  alone  or  in  combination  with  any  other  word  or 
words),  or  of  '  dental  practitioner,'  or  any  name,  title,  addition,  or 
description  implying  that  he  is  registered  under  this  Act,  or  that 
he  is  a  person  specially  qualified  to  practise  dentistry ;  unless 
he  is  registered  under  this  Act."  (The  italics  are  ours.)  The 
references  in  his  advertisements  to  the  use  of  cocaine,  ethyl 
chloride,  and  nitrous-oxide  gas  would,  we  should  imagine,  be  quite 
sufficient  of  themselves  to  lead  the  public  to  believe  that  he  was  a 
qualified  practitioner.  The  South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire 
Branch  of  the  British  Dental  Association  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  the  success  of  their  action,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  con- 
viction, the  result  of  a  faithful  interpretation  of  the  Act,  may  be 
far-reaching  in  its  effects.— Journal  of  the  British  Dental  Asso- 
ciation,

In  export  articles  menthol  is  steady  at  unchanged  prices  with 
no  important  business.  The  harvest  of  peppermint  this  season 
is  expected  to  be  considerably  more  than  last  year's.  Oil  of  pepper- 
mint is  also  firm  at  2'60  ytn  per  catty,  with  a  small  available  stock.

Grecian  Olive  Oil.

Olive-oil  soap  is  mostly  consumed  in 
the  Levant,  and  costs  17s.  to  18s.  per  cwt.  Pyrene  oil,  much  the 
same  price. 

Borate  of  Lime. 

In  future  the  output  of  borate  of  lime  in  the  Mollendo  district 
will  be  lessened  considerably  (says  the  British  Consul  in  Peru) 
in  consequence  of  a  lawsuit  about  boundaries  which  the  present 
owners,  the  Borax  Consolidated  Company  (Limited),  have  with 
the  Government.  Moreover,  the  fall  in  prices  in  European 
markets  also  influences  the  successful  working  of  these  deposits. 
Arequipa  will  feci  this  falliDg-off,  as  in  this  industry  about  some 
3,000?.  a  month  was  spent  in  the  district  in  the  hiring  of  mules,  in 
forage,  and  in  other  necessary  expenses,  besides  the  freight  paid 
for  conveyance  to  the  coast. 

Indian  Opium  in  China. 

The  import  of  Indian  opium  into  the  port  of  Ningpo  continues 
to  decline,  says  a  British  Consular  report,  while  that  of  Persian 
has  practically  coma  to  an  end.  One  cause  of  the  decline  is 
doubtless  to  be  found  in  the  diversion  of  the  supply  to  H  ingchow 
and  its  substation  Kashing,  but  another  is  the  increased  cost  of 
the  foreign  drug  as  compared  with  the  native.  Some  of  the  latter 
reaches  the  Ningpo  district,  through  various  channels,  from 
Ssuch'uan  and  Yunnan,  but  the  greater  part  of  it  is  produced  in 
the  province  itself.  There  are  no  indications  that  the  practice  of 
opium-smoking  is  falling  into  disuse. 

Duty  on  Celluloid  in  Germany. 

Celluloid  in  plates,  whether  white  or  coloured,  wa3  subject  to  a 
duty  in  Germany  of  3m.  per  100  kilos,  until  the  middle  of  1901, 
when  the  custom-houses  were  instructed  that  black  or  tortoise- 
shell  plates,  without  preparatory  work,  were  to  be  classed  as 
"  polished "  and  subjected  to  a  duty  of  200m.  per  100  kilos. 
German  celluloid  is  used  to  a  great  extent  in  the  manufacture  of 
ordinary  cutlery,  while  for  the  better  grades  of  knives  imported 
celluloid  must  be  used.  Tests  of  German  celluloid  have  shown 
that  it  is  not  sufficiently  free  from  acid,  which  eventually  affects 
the  metal  parts  ;  and  the  handles  themselves  lose  their  brightness 
and  are  liable  to  shrink.  Under  these  conditions  the  cutlery 
industry  of  Solingen  cannot  do  without  the  imported  article,  but 
the  increased  duty  practically  prevents  its  importation. 


Calcium  Carbide. 

The  carbide  and  acetylene  trade  on  the  Continent  continues  in 
a  very  unsettled  state.  By  the  maintenance  of  the  Bullier  patent 
in  Prance  the  manufacture  of  calcium  carbide  has  become  a 
monopoly,  limited  to  M.  Bullier's  own  company  and  its  licensees, 
who  have  started  a  central  office  for  selling-purposes,  the  price 
being  266f.  per  100  kilos,  in  large  lots.  This  price,  perhaps,  would 
not  be  prohibitive  were  the  quality  of  the  carbide  good  ;  but  it  is 
being  whispered  that  current  deliveries  of  carbide  in  Prance  are 
much  below  what  customers  have  been  accustomed  to.  In 
Germany  the  new  syndicate  came  into  existence  in  December,  and 
quotes  33m.  per  100  kilos,  at  the  various  ports.  During  the  past 
few  years  the  price  of  carbide  in  Germany  has  fluctuated  between 
40m.  and  18m.,  and  the  latter  figure,  which  ruled  for  some  con- 
siderable period  of  la3t  year,  induced  large  numbers  of  people  to 
instal  generators.  It  is  estimated  in  Germany  that  a  central 
village  acetylene-installation  can  pay  its  way  and  m9et  all  com- 
petition if  it  gets  carbide  delivered  at  25m.,  while  the  correspond- 
ing maximum  price  for  a  private  person  is  30m.  or  thereabouts. 

Gum  Arabic  and  Senna. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Wood  writes  from  Assouan,  Upper  Egypt,  to  the 
American  Journal  of  Pharmacy  that  he  has  had  the  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  senna  and  gum  arabic  as  they  are  bought  at  that 
place.  The  trade  (according  to  the  chief  merchant)  since  the 
destruction  of  the  hosts  of  the  Mahdi,  has  become  as  active  as  it 
was  before  his  misrule,  with  the  difference  that  camels  no  longer 
bear  their  burdens  into  Assouan,  having  been  superseded  by  the 
less  picturesque  but  more  practical  railroad.  The  saving  of  cost 
to  someone  must  be  great,  as  from  some  districts  nearly  a  whole 
year  was  formerly  required  for  the  transit.  The  gum  arabic  is 
bought  of  the  natives  by  travelling  merchants,  sorted  into  three 
varieties,  packed  into  large  sacks  made  of  palm-leaf,  and  sold  to 
the  merchants  at  Assouau,  who  hold  it  until  notified  by  telegram 
from  Cairo  that  the  market  is  favourable,  when  they  ship  it  down 
the  Nile.  The  gum  is  gathered  during  January,  February,  and 
March,  each  collector  having  vested  rights  in  a  certain  portion  of 
the  fore3t.  The  warehouses  of  the  As30uan  merchants  are  simply 
rectangles  surrounded  by  walls  about  10  feet  high,  made  of  dried 
mud.

Ceylont  Citroxella  Oil. 

A  correspondent  of  the  Tropical  Agriculturist  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  enormous  extent  of  land  under  citronella  grass  in 
the  Southern  province  of  Ceylon.  There  is  no  doubt,  he 
says,  that  this  hardy  grass,  growing  as  it  does  without  any 
special  attention,  has  spoiled  the  people  for  better  cultivation. 
In  these  citronella  districts  the  abortive  attempts  to  grow 
cocoanuts,  coffee,  cocoa,  &c,  only  go  to  prove  that  even  if 
these  economic  products  are  suited  to  the  districts,  they 
will  not  tolerate  the  kind  of  treatment  that  is  meted  out  to 
them  by  the  careless  citronella  planter.  The  wholesale 
adulteration  of  citronella  oil  by  kerosene  has  been  the  down- 
fall of  the  Oeylon  trade  in  the  oil,  and  it  is  still  practised. 
The  dodge  now  employed  is  to  pour  the  kerosene  over  the 
grass  when  it  is  ready  to  be  operated  on  by  steam,  and  distil 
the  vegetable  and  mineral  oils  together.  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  periodically  said  the  distillation  does  not  pay, 
the  exports  last  year  from  Ceylon  show  an  increase,  being 
1,430,000  lbs.  against  1,409,000  lbs.  in  1900.  However,  there 
can  only  be  a  narrow  margin  of  profit,  considering  the  fact 
that  commercial  oil  is  quoted  on  the  London  market  at  9| d. 
per  lb.  in  drums,  and  10\d.  in  tins. 

Queensland  Chillies. 

A  writer  in  the  Queensland  Agricultural  Journal  states 
that  the  ease  with  which  chillies  and  capsicums  can  be  grown 
in  Queensland  is  amply  demonstrated  in  all  the  northern 
districts,  where  chillies  of  various  kinds  have  become  a  weed, 
and  may  be  seen  growing  on  the  roadside  for  miles.  The 
plant  thrives  admirably  all  about  the  south  coast  districts, 
and  even  grows  in  parts  of  the  southern  tableland  where 
heavy  frosts  occur,  but  no  commercial  use  is  made  of  the 
chillies.  An  officer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  made 
inquiries  of  two  Brisbane  firms  relative  to  the  market  for 
chillies.  One  of  the  firms  (pickle-makers)  are  large  buyers  of 
fresh  chillies,  and  give  3^.  per  lb.  for  good  plump  berries 
\\  in.  long.  The  other  firm  import,  in  connection  with  their 
business  (as  pepper  manufacturers)  bird's-eye  chillies  and 
cipsicums  from  the  West  Indies  in  a  dried  state,  and  pay 
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'o\d.  per  lb.  for  them.  The  writer  of  the  article  goes  on  to 
say:  "It  strikes  us  as  a  most  extraordinary  thing  that  we 
'hear  of  people  struggling  with  large  families  tD  make  both 
ends  meet  in  some  parts  of  the  north,  who  are  yet  at  the 
same  time  in  the  midst  of  a  crop  which  requires  no  cultiva- 
tion,  and  only  demands  picking  and  packing  to  bring  grist 
to  the  mill.  Meanwhile  our  local  manufacturers  have  to 
import  chillies  from  the  West  Indies.  Twelve  monlhs  ago 
vre  pat  up  a  quantity  of  chillies  in  a  jar  of  salt-and-water  to 
test  their  keeping  qualities.  They  have  retained  their 
plump,  fresh,  red  appearance  and  all  their  pungent  qualities 
to  the  present  day,  thus  proving  that  they  can  be  exported 
to  any  distance  in  a  fresh  state." 


Consular  Counsel. 


British  Guiana. 

A  tax,  equivalent  to  9A  has  been  imposed  on  all  commercial 
travellers  (aking  orders  for  goods  in  British  Guiana.  The 
American  Consul  at  Demerara  says  the  ordinance  will 
'handicap  import  business  and  check  the  development  of 
4rade,  especially  that  of  the  United  States. 

Russia. 

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Novorossisk  reports  that  within 
the  past  three  or  four  years  the  cultivation  of  the  sunflower- 
plant  for  the  manufacture  of  oil-cake  has  been  extensively 
adopted  by  the  peasantry  and  farmers  of  the  district.  The 
■industry,  which  is  stated  to  be  very  remunerative,  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  promises  to'still  further  develop.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  sale  of  the  oil-cake  produced  in  itself  more  than 
covers  all  the  working  expenditure  of  the  mills.  The  stalks 
of  the  sunflower-plant  are  used  as  fuel  for  driving  the 
machinery,  and  the  ash  that  remains  gives  from  25  per  cent, 
to  30  per  cent,  of  potash.  Sunflower-seed,  when  properly 
crushed,  gives  23  per  cent,  oil,  40  per  cent,  oil-cake,  and 
37  per  cent,  stalk. 

Spain. 

For  the  information  of  importers  of  almonds  in  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  of  the  growers,  the  American  Consul  at 
Malaga  reports  that  the  stock  of  Jordan  almonds  in  that 
market  is  virtually  exhausted.  There  are,  perhaps,  a  few 
hundred  boxes  still  to  be  had,  but  it  would  be  impossible  for 
any  exporter  to  fill  a  large  order  for  bond  fide  Jordan?.  The 
crop  of  1901  amounted  to  about  80,000  boxes,  and  these 
have  practically  all  been  marketed  in  the  United  States  and 
London.  The  prices  of  Jordan3  for  the  past  two  years  have 
been  higher  than  ever  before  known,  and,  unless  California 
succeeds  in  producing  these  almonds,  thsre  is  no  reason  to 
bilieve  that  the  prices  will  fall,  as  the  demand  is  always 
steady.  There  are  a  few  thousand  boxes  of  Valencias  on 
hind,  but  these  will  probably  be  marketed  within  the  next 
sixty  or  ninety  days. 

Argentine  Republic. 

In  consequence  of  the  enormous  increase  during  the  last 
twenty  years  in  the  immigration  from  Italy,  which  represents 
nearly  one-fourth  of  the  entire  population,  the  importation 
of  olive  oil  from  that  country  has  considerably  progressed. 
According  to  the  Moniteur  Official  du  Commerce,  the  importa- 
tions amount  to  about  6,000,000  kilos,  per  annum.  There  are 
a  few  native  oil-factories  in  the  Argentine  Republic,  which 
were  founded  through  the  cultivation  of  sundry  oleaginous 
seeds,  such  as  linseed  and  ground-nuts,  which,  however,  so 
far,  have  only  produced  poor  results.  These  oil-factories, 
which  are  not  worked  for  the  production  of  edible  oils,  supply, 
under  the  name  of  olive  oil,  a  mixture  composed  of  one-third 
of  ground-nut  oil  of  their  manufacture,  and  of  two-thirds 
-very  inferior  Italian  or  Spanish  olive  oil,  or  of  cotton  or  colza 
oil. 

Leghorn. 

A  British  consular  report  on  the  trade  of  Leghorn  during 
1901  has  been  recently  issued,  and  it  contains  some  interesting 
information  regarding  the  export  of  drugs  from  that  port. 
One  of  the  most  striking  features  of  the  year  has  been  the 
extraordinary  demand  for  juniper-berries.  The  normal  price, 
■sFhich  is  about  14  lire  per  quintal,  has  actually  been  doubled 


in  the  course  of  the  year;  the-  supply  has  scarcely  been 
equal  to  the  demand,  and  present  stocks  are  almost  exh  lusted. 
The  greater  part  of  this  phenomenal  demand  came  from 
Germany,  the  United  States  being  the  next  customer  in 
impor.'aoce.  Last  year's  crop  of  orris  has  been  smaller  than 
thit  of  1900.  Many  growers,  with  the  prices  noiv  ruling, 
and  considering  the  expensive  process  of  manipjlation 
before  the  root  is  fit  for  export,  did  not  find  it  worth  while 
to  gather.  The  demand  has  been  quiet,  and  prices  gradually 
receded,  until  at  present  they  stand  at  53  to  55  lire  per 
100  kilos,  for  good  qualities.  The  Consul  advises  consumers 
to  take  advantage  of  the  low  price  to  replenish  their  stocks, 
as  there  will  probably  be  an  upward  move  in  prices  shortly. 
The  demand  for  Tuscan  wax  of  good  quality  has  been 
steady,  the  export  beiog  nearly  equal  to  that  of  1900,  and 
well  above  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years.  The  trade  in 
Italian  honey,  however,  has  gone  to  pieces.  It  was  never 
popular  in  the  United  Kingdom,  but  the  Belgian  markets 
formerly  bought  large  quantities  of  it.  Now  Chilian  and 
Cuban  honey  have  completely  ousted  Italian  honey  in 
Belgium,  and  Leghorn  dealers  have  been  unable  to  sell  at 
any  price.  The  gathering  of  gentian,  formerly  an  important, 
trade  at  Leghorn,  is  now  practically  extinct,  having  been 
displaced  by  Italian  root.  The  communal  laws  of  Italy 
have  militated  against  the  industry.  It  was  found  that  the 
workers,  in  making  excavations  for  the  root  in  the  hillsides, 
would  leave  great  heaps  of  earth  and  stone  standing,  and 
these  would  be  washed  down  on  to  the  vines  below  during 
the  heavy  rains,  causing  great  damage.  Restrictive  regula- 
tions, therefore,  had  to  be  made,  which  have  tended  to 
discourage  the  industry.  The  Consul  deals  with  the  Tuscan 
olive-oil  industry,  remarking  that  the  crop  this  season  has 
proved  a  complete  failure  in  many  of  the  important  growing- 
districts,  and  that  it  will  barely  reach  one-sixth  of  an 
average  crop.
